Orlando, he drcfs'd, he fpoke, he mov'd, 
as a Man might be fuppps'd to do in a 
Nation of Pigmies, aria had an equal 
Value for our Approbation or Diflikc. It is 
iifual for thofe who profefs a Contempt of the 
World, to fly from it and live in Obfcurity j 
bnt Orlando, with a greater Magnanimity, con- 
temn'd it, and appeared in it to tell em fo. 
If therefore his. exalted Mien met with an un- 
welcome Reception, he was fure always to dou- 
ble the Caufe which gave the Diftaft.

Hty quite as becoming in Men as in Women. I 
took the Liberty to fay, It might be as beauti- 
ful in our Behaviour as in theirs 5, yet it could 
not be faid, it was as fuccefsful in Life 5 for as 
it was the only Recommendation in them, fo it 
was the grcateft Obftacle to us both in Love 
and Buftnefs. A Gentleman prefent was of my 1 
Mind, and faid, That we rauft defcribe the 
Difference between the Modefty of Women and 
that of Men, or we mould be confounded in 
pur Keafonings upon it ; for this Virtue is to b* 
V ; !■'*'"• regarded 
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*egafded with Regard to our different Ways of 
Life. The Woman's Province is to be careful in 
tier Qeconomy, and chad in her Affection : The 
Man's, to be active In the Improvement of his 
Fortune, and ready to undertake whatever is 
confident with his Reputation for that End. 
Modefty therefore in a Woman has a certain 
agreeable Fear in all (he enters upon 5 and in 
Men, it is compofed of a right Judgment of 
what is proper for them to attempt. From 
hence it is, that a difcreet Man is always a mo- 
deft one. It is to be noted. That Modefty in a 
Man is never to be allowed as a good Quality , 
but a WeakneCs, if it fupprcfles his Virtue, and 
hides it from the World, when he has at the 
fame Time a Mind to exert bitnfelf. A Fnnch 
Author fays very juftly, That Modefty is to the 
other Virtues in a Man, what Shade in a Picture 
is to the Parts of the Thing reprefented : It 
makes all the Beauties confpicnous, which would 
otherwife be but a wild Heap of Colours. This 
Shade on our Actions mult therefore be very 
juftly applied $ for if there be too much, it hides 
our good Qualities, inftead of mowing them to 
Advantage. Neflor in Athens was an unhappy 
Inftaoce of the Truth ; for he was not only in 
bis Profeffion the greateft Man of that Age, but 
had given more Proofs of it than any other Man 
ever did ; yet for Want of that natural Free- 
dom and Audacity which is neceflary in Com- 
merce with Men, his perfonal Modefty over- 
threw all his publick Actions, t&fbr was in 
thofeDsys a skilful Architect, and in a Manner 
the Inventor of the Ufe of Mechanfck Powers, 

which 
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which' he brought to fo great PeifeS'ion, that ha 
knew to an Atom what Foundation would bear 
filch a Superftructtire : And they record of him, 
That be was fo prodigioofly exact, that for the 
Experiment-fake, be built an Edifice of great 
Beauty, and teeming Strength ; but contrived 
Co as to bear only its own Weight, and not ro 
admit the Addition of the leaft Particle. This 
Building was beheld with much Admiration by 
all the Virtuofi of that Time ; but fell down 
with no other Prefiure, but the fettling of a 
Wren upon the Top of it: Yef Ncfttr's Modefty 
was fbeb, that his Art and Skill were foon disre- 
garded, for Want of that Manner with which 
Men of the World fiipport and aflert the Merit 
of their own Performances. Soon after this 
Inftaoce of his Art, Jttau was, by the Treachery 
of its Enemies, burnt to the Ground. This gave 
Nrjfar the greateft Occafion tbat ever Builder bad 
to render his Name immortal, and his Perfon 
venerable : For all- the new City role accord- 
tog to his DifpoGtion, and all the Monuments 
of the Glories and Diftreffis of tbat People 
were erected by that fole Artift : Nay, all their 
Temples, as well as Houfes, were the Effects of 
bis Study and Labour ; infomuch, that it was 
(aid by an old Sage, Sure, NeStr will now be 
famous ; for the Habitations of Gods, as well 
as Men, are built by his Contrivance. But this 
bafhful Quality Mill put a Damp upon his great 
Knowledge, which has as fatal an Effect upon 
Men's Reputations as Poverty 5 for as it wa» 
find, The poor Man faved the City, and the 
poor Man's Labour was forgot 3 fo here we find, 

The 
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The Modeft Man built tbe City, and the Modeft 
Man's Skill was unknown. Thus we fee every 
Man is the Maker of his own Fortune 5 and 
what is very odd to confider, he rauft in fome 
Meafure be the Trumpet of his Fame : Not that 
Men are to be tolerated who directly praife 
themfelves, but they are to be endued with a 
Sort of defenfive Eloquence, by which they {hall 
be always capable of exprefling the Rules and 
Arts by which they govern themfelves. VtriU 
!#f was the Man of all I have read of the hap. 
pieft in the true Pofieffion of this Quality of 
Modefty. My Author fays of him, Modefty in 
VariUm is really a Virtue ; for it is a voluntary 
Quality, and tbe Effeft of good Senfe. He is 
naturally bold and emerpriung; but fo juftly 
difcreet, that he^ever afts or fpeaks any Thing, 
but thole who Behold him know he has for- 
born. much more than he has performed or ut- 
ter'd, out of Deference to the Peribns before 
whom he is. This makes V&iUw truly amiable, 
and all bis Attempts fuccefsful $ for as bad as 
tbe World is thought to be by thofe who are 
perhaps unskill'd in it. Want of Succefs in our 
Actions is generally owing to Want of Judg- 
ment in what we ought to attempt, or a ruftick 
Modefty which will not give us Leave to under- 
take what we ought. But bow unfortunate this 
diffident Temper is to thofe who are poflefs'd 
with it, may be beft feen in the Succefs of fuch 
as are wholly unacquainted with it. We have 
one peculiar Elegance in our Language above 
all others, which is conspicuous in the Term 
Feltm. This Word added to any of our Adje- 
■2 dives 
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ffives extremely varies, or quite alters the Senfe 
of that with which it is joined. Thus, though 
a modeft Man is the moft unfortunate of all 
Men, yet a modeft Fellow is as fuperlatively 
happy. A modeft Fellow is a ready Creature, 
who with groat Humility, and as great Forward- 
nefs, vifits his Patrons at all Hours, and meets 
'em in all Places, and has To moderate an Opi- 
nion of himfelf, that he makes bis Court at 
large : If you won't give him a great Employ- 
ment, he will -be glad of a little one. He has 
fo great a Deference for his Benefactor's Judg- 
ment, that as he thinks himfelf fit for any 
Thing he can pet, fo he is above nothing which 
is offered. He is like the young Batcbelor of Arts, 
who came to Town recommended to a Chap* 
Iain's Place 5 but none being vacant, modeftly 
accepted of that of a PoftiUion. We have very 
many coofpicious Perfons of this undertaking 
yet modeft Turn $ I have a Grandfon, who is 
very happy in this Quality :. I Cent him in the 
Time of the laft Peace into France. As foon as 
he landed at Cd*fc, he fent me an exaft Ac- 
count of the Nature of the People, and the Po- 
licies of the King of frmcc. 1 got him fince 
chofen a Member of a Corporation : The mo- 
deft Creature, as foon as he came into the Com- 
mon-Council, told a Senior Burgefs, he was per- 
fectly out in the Orders of their Houfe. In 
other Circumftances, be is fo thoroughly mo- 
deft a Fellow, that he feems to pretend only to 
Things he underftands. He is a Citizen only at 
Court, and in the City a Courtier. In a Word, 
to fpeak the Chara&eriftical Difference between 

a Mo- 
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a Moded Mia and a Modeft Fellow 5 the M6- 
dcft Man is in Doubt In all his Aftions ; a Mo- 
deft Fellow never has i Doubt from his Cradle 
to his Grave.

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of the onattentive Part of Mankind 5 bnt are 
Very proper at once to exerdfe our' Humanity, 
pleafe our Imaginations, and improve our Judg- 
ment!. It may not therefore be unufeful to 
relate many Circumftances , which were ob- 
fervable upon a late Care done upon a young 
Gentleman who was born Blind, and on the 
39th of June lad received his Sight at the Age 
of Twenty Years, by the Operation of an Ocu- 
lift. This happened no farther off than New~ 
itt%to», and the Work was prepar'd for in the 
following Manner. The Operator, Mr. Grot, 
having obferved the Eyes of his Patient, and 
convinced his Friends and- Relations, among 
others the Reverend Mr. Ctfiptll Minifter of the 
Place, that it was highly probable he mould re- 
move the Obftacle which prevented the Ufe of 
his Sight; all his Acquaintance, who, had any 
Regard for the young Man, or Curiofity to be 
prefent when one of full Age and Undemand- 
ing received a new Senfe, auembled chemfelves 
on this Occafion. Mr. Cafwell being a Gentle- 
man particularly curious, defired the whole 
Company, in cafe the Blindnefs (hould be cured, 
to keep Silence, and let the Patient make bis 
own Observations , without the Direction of 
any Thing he bad received by his other Senfes, 
or the Advantage of difcovering his Friends, 
by their Voices. Among feveral others, the 
Mother, Brethren, Sifters, and ayoung Gentle- 
woman for whom be 'had a Pafnon, were pre- 
fent. The Work was performed with great 
Skill and Dexterity. When the Patient firft re- 
ceived the Dawn of Light, there appeared fuch 
1 an 
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an Estacy in his Afrion, that he feemed ready 
to fwoon away in theSarprizeof Joy and Won- 
der. The Surgeon ftood before him with his 
Inftruments in his Hand. The young Man ob- 
ferved him from Head to Foot 5 after which 
lie furveyed himfelf as carefully* and (eem'd to 
compare him to himfelf 5 and obferving both 
their Hands, feem'd to think they wereeiaftly 
alike, except the Inftruments, which he took 
for Parts of his Hands. When he had conti- 
nued in this Amazement fome Time, his Mo- 
ther could not longer bear the Agitations of fo 
many Paffions as throng'd upon her, but fell 
upon his Neck, crying out, My Son ! My Son I 
The Youth knew her Voice, and could {peak 
no more than, Oh me t Are you my Mother > 
and fainted. The whole Room, you will eafily 
conceive, were very affectionately employed in 
recovering him ; out above all, the young 
Gentlewoman who loved him, and whom he 
loved, (hreik'd in the loudeft Manner. That 
Voice feem'd to have a fudden Effeec. upon him 
.as he recovered, and he (bowed a double Co- 
r'tofity in obferving her as (he fpoke and call'd 
to him 5 till at laft he broke out, What has 
been done to me ? Whither am I carried? hall 
this about me, the Thing I hare heard fooftert 
of? Is this the Light? Is this Seeing? Were 
you always thus happy, when you faidyott were 
glad to fee each other ? Where is T«t*, who 
ufed to lead me? But I could now, methinks, 
go any where without him. He offered to" 
move, but feem'd afraid of every Thing around 
fiim. When they faw his Difficulty, they told . 
{_V*U 3.] D him, 
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him, till lie became better acquainted with his 
new Being, he; muft let the Servant (till lead 
him. The Boy was call'd for, and prefented to 
him. Mr. CtjmB ask'd him, What Sort of 
Thing he took Tom to be before he had feen 
him. He anfwer"d, He believed there was not 
fo much of him as of himftlf ; but he fancied 
him the fame Sort of Creature. The Noife of 
this Hidden Change made all the Neighbour- 
hood throng to the Place where he was. As he 
law the Crowd thickening, he defired Mr. Caf- 
vtelt to tell him, how many there were in all to 
be feen. The Gentleman, fmiling, anfwered 
bim, That it would be very proper for him 5 
return to his late Condition, and fuller his Eyes 
to be covered, till they had received Strength ; 
for he might remember well enough, that by 
Degrees he had from little and little come to 
the Strength he had at prefent in his Ability of 
Walking and Moving ; and that it was the lame 
Thing with his Eyes, which, he faid, would 
lole the Power of continuing to him that won- 
derful Tranfport he was now in, except he 
would be contented to lay afide the Ufe of 
them, till they were ftrong enough to bear the 
light without fo much Feeling, as he knew he 
underwent at prefent. With much. Reluctance 
he was prevailed upon to have his Eyes bound, 
in which Condition they kept him in a dark 
Room, till it was proper to let the Organ re- 
ceive its Objects without farther Precaution. 
During the Time of this Darknefs, he bewail'd 
himfelf in the mod: diftrefied Manner, and ac- 
tufat all his Friends, complaining, that fome 

Incao- 
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Incantation hid been wrought upon him, and 
lome ftrange Magick ufed to deceive him into 
In Opinion, that he had enjoyed what they 
called Sight. He added, That the Impreffions 
then let in upon his Soul would certainly diftrafl 
him, if he were not fo at that prefent. Atano- 
tber Time he would (hive to name the PerfonS 
he had feen among the Crowd after he was 
couched, and would pretend to fpeak (in per- 
plexed Terms of his own making) of what he 
in that (hort Time obferv'd.' But on the tfth) 
Inftanr it was thought fit to unbind his Head, 
and the young Woman whom he loved waS 
inftru&ed to open bis Eyes accordingly, as 
well to indear her felf to hirh by fnch a Circum- 
ftance, as to moderate his Extafies by the Per- 
fwalion of a Voice, which had fo much Power? 
over him as hers ever had, Wben this bel&v'd 
young Woman began to take off the Binding 
of his Eyes, (fie talk'd to him as follows ! 

' Mr. Wil/twt, I am now taking the Binding 1 
' off, though when I consider what I art) doing, 
' I tremble with the Apprehenlion, that (tho 
' I have from my very Cliildhood loved yon, 
' dark as you were, and tho' you had con- 

* ceived fo ftrong a Love for me, yet) you will 

* find there is fuch a Thing as Beauty, which 
' may enfnare you into a Thoufand Paffions of 

* which you now are innocent, arid take you 

* from me for ever. But before I put my felt 

* to that Hazard, tell me in what Manner that 
' Love you always profefied to me entered into;

.The young Man anfivered, " Pear LU", If 
' J up to loS by Sight (he (oft Pantiles which 
! J have always felt when J beard -your Voice ;

' that fweet and frequent Pleafure for ftcb an 
' Anweroent as J knew the little Time I lately 

* few 4 Or if J am to have any Thing beGdea,

' (which Apparition it feems was you) 1 Pull 

* out tbefe Eyes, before they lead me to be un-

THere Is a young Foreigner committed to 
my Care, who puzzles me extremely in 
the Queftions he asks ■about the Perron's of Fi- 
gure we meet in Publick Places.

moil powerful of all Laws, and that the Order 
of Men we call Sharpers are received amongft 
US, not only with PermifBon, but Favour, I 
thought it unjuft to ufe them like Perfons upon 
no Eftablifhment. Betides that, it would be an 
unpardoqa- 
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unpardonable Di (honour to our Country, to let 
him leave us with an Opinion, that our Nobi- 
lity and Gentry kept Company with common 
Thiers and Cheats t, I told him, they were a 
Sort of tame Hufiars that were allowed in our 
Cities, lite the wild Ones in our Camp, who 
had all the Privileges belonging to us, but at 
the fame Time were not tied to our Discipline 
or Laws. Aletiem, who is a Gentleman of too 
much Virtue for the Age he lives in, would 
not let this Matter be thus palliated, but told 
rqy Pupil, That he was to underftand, that 
DiltineVion, Quality, Merit, and Induftry, were 
bid allele amonglt us by the Incurfions of thefe 
civil Hufiars, who had got fo much Counter 
nance, that the Breeding and Fafhion of the 
Age turned their Way to the Ruin of Order 
and Oeconomy in all Places where they are 
admitted. But Sopbronit/t, who never falls into 
Heat upon any Subject, but applies' proper 
Language, Temper, and Skill, with which the 
Thing in Debate is to be treated, told the Youth, 
that Gentleman had fpoken nothing but what 
was literally true, but fell upon it with too 
much Earneftnefs ro give a true Idea of that 
Sort of People he was declaiming againft, or to 
remedy the Evil which he bewail'd : For the 
Acceptance of thefe Men being an III which 
hath crept into the Converfation-part of our 
Lives, and not into our Conftltution it felf, it 
muft be corrected where it began, and confe- 
quently is to be amended only by bringing Rail- 
lery and Derilion upon thePerfons who arc guil- 
ty, or thofe who converfe with them. For the

It is from, this Toleration, that 
Sharpers are to be found among all Sorts of A,G- - 
femblres and Companies, and every Talent, a r 
mongft Men is made life of by fome one or 
other of the Society for the Good of their Corn- 
mon Caufe : So that an unexperienced young 
Gentleman is as often enfnared by his Under- 
ftanding as his Folly : For who could be un- 
moved, to hear the eloquent Drome explain the 
Conftiturion, talk in the Key of Csto y with the 
Severity of one of the ancient Sages, and debate, 
the greateft Queftion of State in a common 
Chocolate or Coffee-houfe 5 Who could, I fay, 
hear this, generous. Peclamator, without being 
fired at bis noble Zeal, and becoming his pro- 
fefled Follower, if he might be admitred. Mo- 
ttoculvs's Gravity would be no lefs inviting to.a 
Beginner in Converfation, and the Snare of his 
Eloquence would equally catch one who had!, 
never feen an old Gentleman fo very wife, and 
yet fo little fevere. Many other In (lances of 
extraordinary Men among the Brotherhood 

might 
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■night be produced ; bat every Man who knows 
the Town, can fijpply himfelf with fucb Exam- 
ples without their being named. Will Vafer, 
who is skilful at finding out the ridiculous Side 
of a Thing, and; placing it in a new and pitapat 
Light, (too' be very feldom. t3Jk&> thought 
fit to enter into this Subject. He has laterjf (oft 
certain, loofe Sums, which, half the Income of 
his Eftate will bring in within. feven"Vears,s 
Befides, which, he propolis, to marry to. feu alt 
right. He was therefore indolent enough to 
fpeak of this Matter with great Impartiality.

Bat there is a memorable Vene which- gives us 
an Account of what broke that whole Body, 
and. made both Greeks and Trytutt Mailers of 
the Secret of their Warfare and Plunder. There 
is nothing fo pedantjck as many Quotations $ 
therefore I (hall inform you only, that in this 
■ Battalion there were two Officers called Thcrfites 
and PamUrt/t ; they were both lefs renowned 
for their Beauty than their Wit ; but each had 
this particular Happinefs, that they were plun- 
ged over Head and Ears in the fame Water, 
which made Achilla invulnerable 5 and bad ever 
after certain Gifts which the reft of the World 
were never to enjoy.

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which, ifbetranfgrefles, bisWit will have the 
lame Fate with Delia's Beauty, which no one 
regards, becaufe all know it is within their Power. 
The bell Courfc Emilia can take, is, to have left 
Humility j for if (he could have as good an 
Opinion of her felf for having every Quality, 
as fome of her Neighbours have of thcmfelvee

* we injure, Who is the more blameable, he that 

* opprcfles an unhappy Man, or he that cheats 

* a foolHh One ? All Mankind are indifferently 

* liable to adverfe Strokes of Fortune ; and he 
.• who adds to them, when he might relieve 

* them, is certainly a worfe Subjeft, than he 

* who unburdens a Man whofe Profperity is 

* unweildy to him. Befides all which, he that 

* borrows of Cefperfmth, does it out of Necef- 

* firy ; he that plays with me, does it out of 

* Choice. " I allowed Trump there are Men as 
bad as himfelf, which is the Height of his Pre- 
tentions ; and mud confefs, that Cofferjmth is 
the moft wicked and impudent of -all Sharpers : 
A Creature that cheats with Credit, and is a 
Robber in the Habit of a Friend. The Contem- 
plation of this worthy Perfon made me reHe&

All I could bring away with me, is,That TwoJhoe.t 
is not worth Twenty Thoufand Pounds; for his 
Mirth, tbo' he was as infipid as either of the 
others, had no more Effect upon the Company, 
than if he had been a Bankrupt.

1 have beards it has been advifed by a Dioce- 
■fan Co his inferior Clergy, that inftcad of broach- 
ing Opinions of their own, and uttering Do 
ftrines which, may lead themfelves and Hearers 
into Errors, they would read fome of the moft 
celebrated Sermons printed by others . for. the 
Infliruftiori of their Congregations.

POOR Cyathio (who does me the Honour to 
taHt to me now and then very freely of 
bis moft fecret Thoughts, and tells me his moft' 
private Frailties) own'd to me, that tho' he is 
in his very Prime of Life, Love had killed all 
his Defires, and he was now as much to be 
traded with a Fine Lady, as if he were Eighty. 
That one Paffion for Cfarijfa has taken up (laid 
h#T my whole Soul, and all my idle Flames are 
eftfnguilhed, as you may obferve, ordinary 
Fires- are often put out by the SunfiYme. This 
was a- Declaration not to be made, but upon 
the higheft Opinion of a Man's Sincerity 5 yet 
as much a Subject of Raillery as fuch a Speech 
would be, it is certain, that Chartity is a no- 
bler Quality, and as much to be valued in 
Men as in- Women. The mighty Scipro, who 
(as Blufi {ays in the Comedy) was a Prettj 
\ Fetter* 
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Fdlm in hit Time, was of this Mind, and is 
celebrated for it by an Author of good Senfe. 
When he lived, Wit, and Humour, and Rail- 
lery, and publick Succefs, were at as high a 
Pitch at Route, as at prefent in England ; yet I 
believe, there was no Man in tfaofe Days 
thought that General at all ridiculous in his 
Behaviour in the following Account of him : 
Scijna, at Four and Twenty Years of Age, had 
obtained a great Victory, and a Multitude of 
Prifoners of each Sex, and all Conditions, fell 
into his Pofleflion : Among others, an agreeable 
Virgin in her early Bloom and Beauty.

But a noble Indignation, and a fudden Sorrow, 
which appeared in her Countenance, when a 
Conqueror cad his Eyes upon her, raifed hit 
Curioliry to know her Story. He was infor- 
med, That (he was a Lady of the higheft Con- 
,' dition in that Country, and contracted to In* 
JibUit, a Man of Merit and Quality. The ge- 
nerous Tibman foon placed himfelf in the Con- 
dition of that unhappy Man, who was to lofe 
(b charming a Bride \' and though a Youth, m 
Batcheler, a Lover, and a Conqueror, imme- 
diately referred to refign all the Invitations of 
his Paffion, and the Rights of his Power, to 
reftore her to her deftined Husband.

But for Fear of in- 
juring the delicate Circum fiances with an old 
Translation, I (hall proceed to tell you. That 
Sdpio appears to them, and leads in his Prifoner 
into their Prefence. The Romans (as noble as 
they were) feemed to allow themfelves a little 
too much Triumph over the Conquer'd 5 there- 
fore, as Sdpio approached, they all threw them- 
lelves on their Knees, except, the Lover of the 
Lady : But Scip'w obferving in htm a manly 
Sullenuefs, was the more inclined to favour 
him, and fpoke to him in thefe Words : // tr 
not the Manner of the Romans to nfe all the Power 
they jujily may : We fight not to ravage Countries, 
or break, through the lies of Humanity $ I am ae- 
qmixted with jour Worth, and your Intereji in tbh 
Lady .• Fortune hat made me your Mafter i, hut, I 
defire to be your Friend. Thir it yonr Wifex, take 
bar, and may the Gods blefs you with her. But far 
be it from Scipio to purchafi a loofe and momentary 
"Pleajure at the Rate of making an honefi Max un- 
happy, htdibilis's Heart was too full to make 
him any Anfwer, but be threw himfelf at the 
Feet of the General and wept aloud. T he Cap- 
tive Lady fell into the fame Pofture, and they 
both remained fo till the Father burft into the 
following Words } Oh Divine Scipio ! The Gods 
have given you more than humane Virtue. Oh Glo- 
rious Leader / Oh Wondrous Tauth I Does not that 
., obUge4 
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obliged Virgin give jok, while Jbe prays to the Gods 
far your Prefperity, and thiirks you fittt down from 
tbem s Raptures, above aU-the Tranfiorts which you 
conld have reaped from the Pojfefjion of her injured 

fcrfoH? The temperate Scipio anfwered him 
without much Emotion, and faying, Father^ 
he a Friend'io Rome, retired. An immenfe Sum 
was offered as her Ranfom ; but he fent it to 
her Husband, and Cmiling, (aid, This is a Trifle 
after what I have given him afceady 5 hut Jet 
JfmdrhiUs know, that Chaftity at my Age is a 
much more difficult Virtue to pra&ife, than Ge- 
nerofify. I obftrved, Cyxtbh was very rituclk 
taken with my Nafrative $ bat told me, this 
was a Virtue that would bear but a very incofi- 
fiderable Figure in our Days. However, I tool 
the liberty to fay, that we ought not to lofe 
our Idea's of Things, though we had debauch- 
ed our true Rettfh in our Practice. For after we 
have done laughing, folid Virtue wilt keep its 
Place in Men's Opinions : And though Cufrom 
made it not fo fcandalousas it ought to 'be, to 
enfnare innocent Women, and triumph in the 
FaHhood 5 fuch Actions as we have here related, 
muft be accounted true Gallantry, and rife the 
higher tn our Efteem, the farther they are re* 
moved from our Imitation.

AMong many Phrafes which have crept into 
Converfation, efpecjally of fuch Company 
as frequent this Place, there is not one which 
mifleaas me more, than that .of iFttone of *grt*t 
deal of Fire.

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Men of Pleafure to fupport them in being pert 
and dull, and faying of every Fool of tbeir Or- 
der, Sitch a om has fire. There is Colonel Tnr»- 
chean, who inarches with Divifions ready on 
all oixafions ; an Hero who never doubted in 
his Life, but is ever poGtively fix'd in the 
Wrong, not out of obftinate Opinion, but 
invincible Stupidity. 

It is very unhappy for this Latitude of Lon- 
don, that it is poffible for fuch as can learn only 
Fafhjon, Habit, and a Set of common Pbrafes 
of Salutation, to pafs wlthnoother Accomplifh- 
ments, in this Nation of Freedom for Men of 
Converfation and Seme. All thefe ought to pre- 
tend to, is, not to offend ; but they carry it fo 
tar, as to be negligent, whether they offend or 
not 5 For they have Fire. But their Force differs' 
from true Spirit, as much as a vicious from a 
mettlefome Horfe. A Man of Fire is a general 
Enemy to all the Waiters where you drink, is 
the only Man affronted at the Company's be- 
ing neglected, and makes the Drawers abroad, 
his Valet de Chambre and Footman at home, 
know he is not to be provoked withont Dan- 
ger. 

This is not the Fire that animates the noble 
Marin**, a Youth of good Nature, Affability, 
and Moderation. He commands his Ship, as an 
IntelligenceYnbves its Orb : He is the vital Life, 
and bis Officers the Limbs of the Machine. His 
Vivacity is feen in doing all the Offices of Life 
with Readinefs of Spirit, and Propriety in the 
Manner of doing them. To be ever active in 
laudable Purfuits, is the diftinguifhing Chara- 
cter 
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fier of a Man of Merit ; while the common Be- 
haviour of every gay Coxcomb of Fire is to be 
confidently in the Wrong, and dare to perfift 
in it.

I defy any Man in E^/W, except he knows 
the Faqjtiy before he enters* to be able to 
judge whether he (hall be agitable or not, 
when he comes into it. You find either fome 
odd old Woman,, who is permitted to rule as 
long as (be Hves, in Hopes of her Death, and 
to interrupt all Things 5 or Come impertinent 
young Woman, who will talk fillily upon the 
Strength of looking beautifully. I will not an- 
fwer for it, but it may be, that 1 (like all 
other old Fellows) have a Fondnefs for the Fa~ 
(hions and Manners which prevailed when I 
was young and in Fafhion my (elf : But cer- 
tain it is, that the Tafte pf Grace and Beauty 
is very much lowered 1 The Fine Women they 
fhow me now-a-days, are at beft but pretty 
Girls to me, who have feen Sachariffk, when 
all the World repeated the Poems (he infpir'd 5 
and ViBaria^ when a youthful King was her 
Subject.'

I Have ever thought it the greateft Diminution 
to the Roman Glory imaginable, that in their 
Inftitution of Pubjick Triumphs, they led tbeir 
Enemies in Chains when they were Prifoners. 
It is to be allowed, that doing all Honour to the 
Superiority of Heroes above the reft of Man- 
kind, mint needs conduce to the Glory and Adr 
vantage of a Nation 5 but what (hocks the Ima- 
gination to reflect upon, is, that a polite Peo- 
ple mould think it reafonable, that an unhappy 
Man, who was no way interior to the Victor, ' 
but by the Chance of War, mould be led like a 
Slavei at the Wheels of his Chariot. Indeed, 
thefe other Circumftances of a Triumph, That 
it was not allowed in a Civil War, left Part of 
it mould be in Tears, while the other was ma- 
king Acclamations ; That it (hould not be gran- 
ted, except fuch a Number were (lain in Battle ; 
That the General (hould be difgraced who made 
a falfe Mufter of his Dead : Thefe, I fay, bad 
great and politick Ends in their being eftablilh- 
ed, and tended to the apparent Benefit of the 
Commonwealth. But this Behaviour to the 
Conquered had no Foundation in Nature or 
Policy, only to gratify the Infolence of an 
haughty 
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naughty People,- who triumphed over barba- 
rous Nations, by acting what was fit only for 
thofe very Barbarians to pracVife. It feems won- 
derful, that they who were fo refined as to take 
Care, that to compleat the Honour done (o the 
victorious Officer, no Power fhould be known 
above him In the Empire oh- the Day of his 
Triumph , but that the Confuls themfelves 
jhould be but Guefts at bis Table that Evening, 
could not take it into Thought to make the Man 
of chief Note among His Prifoners one of the 
Company.

This Day we have reojived Adyjges by the 
Way of Oflend. which give an Account of an 
Engagement between the French ariS the Allies 
on the I ith Inftant, N. S. Marihal Bongkri 
arrived in the Enemy's Camp on the 5th, and 
acquainted Marlhal Vittari, That he did not 
come in any Character, but to receive his Com- 
mands for the King's Service, and communi- 
cate to him his Orders upon tbeprefent Pollure 
of Affairs. On the 9th, both Armies advanced 
towards each other, and cannonaded all the en- 
fuing Day till the Clofe of the Evening, and 
flood on their Arms all that Night. On the 

i Day of Battle, the Cannonading was renewed 
about Seven : The Duke of Argfle had Orders 
to a ttack the Wood Soar on the Right, which 
^jfcrf executed fo fuccefsfully, that he pierced 
through it, and won a confiderable Pod. The 
Prince of Orange had the fame good Fortune in

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• Wood on the Left : After which, the whole 
£ody of the Confederates, join'd by the Forces 
from the Siege, inarched up, and engaged the 
Enemy, who were drawn up at fonie Diftance 
from thefe Woods. The Difpute was very warm 
for fome Time $ but towards Moon the French 
began to give Ground from one Wing to the 
other: Which Advantage being obferv'd by our 
Generals, the whole Army was urged on with 
fre(h Vigour, and in a few Hours the Day end- 
ed with the intire Defeat of the Enemy.

WHcn I lately fpoke of Triumphs, ant the 
Behaviour of the Rpmani on thole Oc- 
cafions, 1 knew by my Skill in Aftrology, that 
there was a great Event approaching to pur Ad- 
vantage ; but not having yet taken upon roe to 
tell Fortunes, I thought fit to defer the Mention 
of the Battle near Mmi till it happened 5 which 
Moderation was no fmall Pain to me: But I 
fhould wrong my Art, if I conceal'd that fome 
of my Aerial Intelligencers had Ggnified to me 
the News of it ev'n from Park, before the Arri- - 
val of Lieutenant-Colonel Graham in England. 
All Nation;, as. well as Perfons, have their good 
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and evil Genius unending 'era' ; but the King- 
dom of France has Three, the laft of which is 
neither for it nor againft it in Reality, but has 
for fomc Months paft acted an ambiguous Part, 
and attempted to lave its Ward from the Incur- 
iion of its powerful Enemies, by little Subter- 
fuges and Tricks, which a Nation is more than 
undone when it is reduc'd to practice. Thus, 
inftead of giving exact Accounts and Represen- 
tations of Things, they tell what is indeed true, 
but at the fame Time a Falfhood when all the 
Circumftances come to be related. Pacclet was 
at the Court of France on Friday Night laft, when 
this Genius of that Kingdom came thither in the 
Shape of a Poft-Boy, and cry'd out, That Mont 
was relieved, and the Duke of MarUwrmgb 
marched. Ptcekt was much aftonilhed at this 
Account, and immediately changed his Form, 
and flew to the Neighbourhood of Mans, from 
whence he fouqd the Allies had really marched, 
and began to enquire into the Reafons of this 
fudden Change, and half feared he had heard a 
Truth of the Pofture of the French Affairs, even 
in their own Country. But upon diligent En- 
quiry among the Aerials who attend thefe Regi- 
ons, and Confutation with the neighbouring 
Peafants, he was able to bring me the following 
Account of the Motions of the Armies fince they 
retired from about that Place, and the Action 
which followed thereupon. 

On Saturday the 7th of September, N. S. the 
Confederate Army was jjjajm'd in their Camp 
at Hmre by Intelligence, That the Enemy were 
marching to attack the Prince of fitffe. Upon 

this, 
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this Advice, the Duke of Marlborough command- 
ed that the Troops mould immediately move, 
which was accordingly performed, and they 
were all jo'in'd on Sunday the Eighth at Noon. 
On that Day in the Morning it appeared, that 
Snftead of being attack'd, the advanc'd Guard 
of the Detachment commanded by the Prince of 
Heffh had difperfed and taken Prifoners a Party 
of the Enemy's Horfe, which was fent out to 
obferve the March of the Confederates. The 
French moved from guiverain on Sunday in the 
Morning, and inclined to the Right from thence 
all that Day. The 9th, the Monday following, 
they continued their March till on Tnefday the 
Tenth they poflefs'd themfelves of the Woods 
of Dour and Blaugies. As foon as they came into 
that Ground, they threw up Intrench men cs with 
all Expedition. The Allies arrived within few 
Hours after the Enemy was pofted ; but the Duke 
of Marlborough thought fit to wait for the Arrival 
of the Reinforcement which he expected from the 
Siege of Toumay. Upon Notice that theft Troops 
were fo far advanced, as to be depended on for 
an A&ion the next Day, it was accordingly re- 
folv'd to engage the Enemy. 

It will be neceflary for understanding theGrcat- 
nefs of the Action, and the feveral Motions made 
in the Time of the Engagement, that you have 
in. your Mind an Idea of the Place. The Two 
Armies' on the nth Inftant were both drawn, 
up before the Woods of Dour y Blaugies, Sort and 
Jan/art ; the Army of the Prince of Savoyoa the 
Right before that of Blmtgks^ the Forces of Great 
Britain jq the Center on his Left ; thole of the 
H 4 High 
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High Allies, with the Wood Strt, as well as a 
large Interval of plain Ground, and jaajart, on 
fhe Left of the Whole. The Enemy were in- 
trenched in the Paths of the Woods, and drawn 
op behind Two Intrench ments over againft them, 
pppofite tp the Armies of the Quke of Mtrlho- 
rough and Prince Eugene. There were alfo, Two 
Lines intrenched in the Plains over againft h"e 
Army of the States.' This was the Pofture of 
the Fremh and Confederate Forces when the Sig- 
nal was given, and the whole Line moved on to 
fbe Charge. 

The Dutch Army, commanded by the Prince, 
of Hep, attackld with the molt undaunted Bra- 
very 5 and after a very obftinate Refinance, for- 
ced the firft Infrenchment of the Enemy in the 
Plain between Sm and Jmfdrts, bur were re- 
posed in (heir Attack on the fecond with great 
Slaughter on both Sides. The Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, while this was tranfafting on the Left, 
had with very much Difficulty march'd through 
Sort, and beaten .the Enemy from the feveral In- 
trenchments they had thrown up in it. As foon 
as the Duke had marched into the Plain, he ob- 
ferved the main Body of the Enemy drawn up 
and intrenched in the Front of his Army.' This 
Situation of the Etiemy, in the ordinary Courfe 
of War, is ufually thought an Advantage hardly 
to be furrnounted 5 and might appear impracti- 
cable to any, but that Army which had julr, 
overcome greater Difficulties. The Duke com- 
manded the troops to form, but to forbear char- 
ging till further Order. In the mean time he vi- 
fited the Left of our Line, where the Troops of 
"• " " ?ho 
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the States had been engaged. The Slaughter on 
this Side had been very great, and die Dutch 
incapable of making further Progrefs, except 
they were fuddenly reinforced. The Right of 
pur Line was attacked foon after their coming 
ppon the Plain $ But they drove back the Enemy 
with fach Bravery, that the Victory began to in- 
cline to the Allies, by the precipitate Retreat of 
the French to their Works, from whence they 
were immediately beaten. The Duke, upon ob* 
ferving this Advantage on the Right, command- 
ed the Earl of Orhpey to march with a fufficient 
Number of Battalions to force the Enemy from 
their Intrenchments on the Plain between the 
Woods of Sort and Jtmjart $ which being per- 
formed, the Horfe of the Allies marched into 
the Plains, covered by their own Foot, and form- 
ing themfelves in good Order, the Cavalry of 
the Enemy attempted no more, but to cover 
the Foot in their Retreat. The Allies made fo 
good life of the beginning of the Victory, that 
all their Troops moved on withfrefhRefolution, 
till they faw the Epemy fry before them towards 
Condi and Mtmbtugt ; after whom proper De- 
tachments were made, who made a terrible 
Slaughter in the Purfuit. 

In this Action it is faid Prince Eugene was 
wounded, as alfo the Duke of Jremkrg, and 
Lieutenant- General Webk. The Count of Qxoh 
ftern, Colonel Ld> t and Sir iW* Patdergntjr, 
were kill'd.

Here Rivrtt, 
who was wounded at the Beginning of the Day, 
and carry'd off as dead, returned to the Field, 
and received his Death. Medals had been (truck 
for our General's Behaviour when he firft came 
into the Plain. Here was the Fury of the Acti- 
on, and here the Hero ftood as fearlefs as if in- 
vulnerable. Such certainly had been the Cares 
of that State for their own Honour, and in Gra- 
titude to their Heroick Subjects. But the Wood 
entrenched, the Plain made more impaflable than 
the Wood, and all the Difficulties oppofed to the 
moft gallant Army, and mod intrepid Leaders 
that ever the Sun (hone upon, are treated by 
the Talk of fome in this Room as Objections to 
the Merit of our General and our Army : But 
(continued he) I leave all the Examination of 
this Matter, and a proper Difcourfe on our Senfe 
of Publick Actions, to my Friend Mr. Bickerftafi, 
who may let Beaus and Gamefters reft, till he 
has examined into the Reafons of Men's being 
Malecontents, in the only Nation that (ufiers 
(profefs'd Enemies to breath in open Air.

TH B Subject of the Ducourfe this Evening 
was Eloquence and graceful Action. Lf 
fonder, who is fbmething particular in his Way 
of Thinking and Speaking, told us, a Man could 
not be Eloquent without Action : For the De- 
portment of the Body, the Turn of the Eye, 
and art apt Sound to every Word that is utterd, 
mutt all confpire to make an accooipliui'd Spea- 
ker. Action in one that fpeaks in publick, is the 
fame Thing as a good Mien in ordinary life. 
Thus, a»s certain InCsnGbility in the Counte- 
nance 
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nance recommends a Sentence of Humour and 
Jeft, fo it mad be a very lively Confcioufncft 
that gives Grace to great Sentiments. The Jeft 
is to be a Thing unexpected ; therefore your 
undefignitig Manner is a Beauty in Expremons 
of Mirth ; but when you are to talk on a Set 
Subject, the more you are moved your felf, the 
more you will move others. 

There is, faid he, a remarkable Example of 
that Kind. JEJchwcs, a famous Orator of Anti- 
quity bad pleaded at Athens in a great Caufe a- 
gainft Daufihemi 5 but having loft it, retired 
to Rhodes. Eloquence was then the Quality 
molt admired among Men 5 and theMagiftrates 
of that Place having heard he had a Copy of 
the Speech of Demfihenet, defired him to re- 
peat both their Pleadings. After bis own, he 
recited alfo the Oration of his Antagonift, The 
People exprefied their Admiration of both, but 
more of that of Demfthems. If you are, faid 
he, thus touched with hearing only what that 
great Orator faid, How would you have been 
affected, had you Teen him fpeak? For he who 
hears Demefthetat only, lofes much the better 
Part of the Oration. Certain it is, that they 
who fpeak gracefully, are very lamely repre- 
fented in having their Speeches read or repeat- 
ed by unskilful People; for there is fomething 
native to each Man, fo inherent to his Thoughts 
and Sentiments, which it is hardly pofHble for 
another to give a true Idea of. You may ob- 
ferve in common Talk, when a Sentence of any 
Mans is repeated, an Acquaintance of his (hall 
la imme- 
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immediately obferve, That k fi like hint, nte- 
thinkj I fee how hejool(d when he faid it. 

But of all the People on the Earth, there are 
none who puzzle me fo much as the Clergy of 
Great Bri£ai*, who are, I believe, the moft lear- 
ned Body of Men now in the World $ and yet 
this Art of Speaking, with the proper Ornaments 
| of Voice and Gefture, is wholly neglected among 
1 them 5 and. I'll engage, were a deaf Man to be- 
hold the greater Part of them preach, he would 
rather think they were reading the Contents only 
of fame Difcourfe they intended to make, than 
actually in the Body of an Oration, even when 
they are upon Matters of fuch a Nature as one 
would believe it were i mpofliblc to think of with- 
out Emotion. 
. , ^. I own there are Exceptions to this general 
"' ©bfervation, and that the Dean we heard the 
*— -other Day together, is an Orator. He has fo 
much Regard to his Congregation, that he com- 
mits to his Memory what he is to fay to them $ 
and has fo foft and graceful a Behaviour, that 
it muft attract your Attention. His Perfon it is 
to be con felled isno fmall Recommendation 5 but 
he is to be highly commended for not loGng that 
Advantage, and adding to thePropriety of Speech 
(which might pafs the Critic! fm of Longinm) an 
Action which would have been approved by De- 
moftfxnes. He has a peculiar Force in his Way, 
and has many of his Audience who could not be 
intelligent Hearers of his Difcourfe, were there 
not Explanation as well as Grace in his Action. 
This Art of his is ufed with the moft exact and 
hone(fc Skill : He never attempts your Paffions, 

'till 
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"till he has convinced your Reafon. AH the Ob- 
jections which he can form, are laid open and 
difperfed, before be ufes the leaft Vehemence in 
his Sermon 5 but when he thinks he has your 
Head," he very foon wins your Hearty and 
never pretends to (how the Beauty of Holi- 
nefs, 'till he hath convinced you of the Truth 
of it. 

Would every one of our Clergymen be thus 
careful to recommended Truth and Virtue in 
their proper Figures, and (how fo much Con- 
cern for them as to give them all the additional 
Force they were able, it is not poffible that Non- 
fence mould have fo many Hearers as you find 
it has in Diflenting Congregations, for no Rea- 
fon in the World but becaufe it is fpoken Ex- ] 
tempore: Forordinary Minds are wholly govern- 
ed ty their Eyes and Ears, and there is no Way 
to come at their Hearts but by Power over their 
Imaginations. 

There is my Friend and merry Companion 
Daniel : He knows a great deal better than he 
fpeaks, and can form a proper DifcourTe as well 
as any Orthodox Neighbour. But he knows very 
well, that to bawl out, My beloved 5 and the 
Words, Grace I Regeneration! Sanftification! A 
New Light 1 The Day! The Day! Ay, my Be- 
loved, the Day ! Or rather, The Night ! The 
Night is coming! And judgment will come, 
when we leaft think of it ! And fo forth — He 
knows, to be vehement is the only Way to 
come at his Audience. Dankl, when he fees my 
Friend Greenbat come in, can give him a good 
Hint, and cry out, This is only for the Saints! 
I 3 The 
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The Regenerated I By this Force of Action, tho" 
nixed with all the Incoherence and Ribaldry ima- 
ginable, Dow/ can laugh at hit Diocdan, and 
grow fat by voluntary Subfcriptlon, while the 
Parfon of the Parifh goes to Law for half his 
Dues. Dmtel will tell you. It is not the Shep- 
herd, but the Sheep with the Bell, which the 
Flock follows. 
; Another Thing, very wonderful this learned 
Body fljould omit, is, Learning to read ^ which 
is a raoft neceflary Part of Eloquence in one 
who is to ferve at the Altar : For there is no 
Man but muft be fenfibje, that the lazy Tone, 
and inarticulate Sound of our common Readers, 
depreciates the moft proper Form of Words that 
were ever extant in any Nation or Language, to 
fpeak our own Wants, or his Power from whom 
we ask Relief 

There cannot be a greater Inftance of the 
.Power of Action than in little Parfon Differ, 
who is the common Relief to all the lazy Pul- 
pits in Town. This Smart Youth has a very 
good Memory, a quick Eye, and a clean Hand- 
kerchief. Thus equipped, he opens his Text, 
flints his Book fairly, (hows he has no Notes 
in bis Bible, opens both Palms; and (hows all 
Is fair there too. Thus, with a decillve Air, 
my young Man goes on without Helitation ; 
and though from the Beginning to the End of 
his pretty Difcourfe, he has not ufed one pro- 
per Gelture, yet at the Conclufion, the Church- 
warden pulls his Gloves from off bis Head 3 
¥rq, who if thk extraordinary young Ma t Thus 
the Force of Action is fuch, th»t it is more pro-

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ed, to fee of how little Benefit my Lucubrations 
have been to my Fellow-Subjects. Men will goon 
in their own Way in Spight of all my Labour. 
I gwe'Mr.Didapper a privaeeReprimaiwforwear- 
ing red-heel'd Shoes, and at the fame Time was 
fo indulgent as to connive at him for Fourteen 
Days, becaufe I would give him the wearing 
of them out ; but after all this I am inform'd, 
he appear'd yefterday with a new Pair of the 
iame Sort. I have no better Succefs with 
Mr. Wbatdeecally as to his Buttons: Stentor (till 
roars ; and Box and Dice rattle as loud as they 
did before I writ againft them.

Csfar (hall be judged more famous than Rt>- 
mulus and Scipfo, he muft have the Precedence. 
No Perfon who has not been dead an Hun- 
dred Years, muft be offered to a Place at any 
of thefe Tables : And becaufe this is altoge- 
ther a Lay-Society, and that (acred Perfons move 
upon greater Motives than that of Fame, no 
Perfons celebrated in holy Writ, or any Eccle- 
fiaftical Men whatfoever, are to be introduced 
here. 

At the lower End of the Room is to be a 
Side-Table for Perfons of great Fame, but du- 
bious Exiftence, fuch as Hercules. Thefeatt Mmas, 

„.- ..Good'. 
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Achillts, Hc3tr, and others. But becaufe it is 
apprehended, that there may be great Conten- 
tion about Precedence, the Propofer humbly 
defires the Opinion of the Learned towards his 
Affiftance in placing every Perfon according to 
his Rank, that none may bare juft Occaflon of 
Offence. 

The Merits of the Caufe (ball be judged by 
Plurality of Voices. 

For the more impartial Execution of this im-

TH E Progrefs of our Endeavours will of 
Necedity be very much interrupted, ex- 
cept.rhe learned World will pleafe to fend thek 
Lifts to (he Chamber of Fame with all Expe- 
dition. There is nothing can fo much contri- 
bute to create a noble Emulation in our Youth, 
as the honourable Mention of fuch whofe 
Aftions have outlived the Injuries of Time, and 
recommended themfelves fo far to the World, 
that it is become Learning to know the lead 
K " Coop" 
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Grcumftance of their Affairs. It is a great In- 
centive to fee, that fom&Men have raifed them-

moft mutinous. True it is, that without this

This 
Malevolence does not proceed from a real Dif- 
like of Virtue, but a diabolical Prejudice aga'mft 
it, which makes Men willing to deftroy what 
they care not to imitate. Thus you fee the 
greateft Characters among your Acquaintance, 
and thofe you live with, are traduced by all 
below theni in Virtue, who never mention them 
but with an Exception.

The Fair Star, who are made of Man, and net 
of Earth, have a more delicate Humanity than 
we have, and Pity is the molt common Cains 
of their Tears : For at we an inwardly compo- 
fed of an Aptitude to every Ctrcumfteoce of 
Lite, and every Thing that befaw any one Per- 
ron, might have happened to any other of hu- 
mane Race^ Self-Love, and a Seme of tbePaln 
we our (elves (hould fufier in the CSrcnmftances 
of any whom we pity, is the Caste of that 
Companion. Sueh. a RefleeSon in the Bread of 
a Woman, immediately inclines her to Tear** 
K* but 
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but in a Man, it makes him think how fucha 
°ne ought to aft on that Occafion, fuitably to 
the Dignity of his Nature. Thus a Woman is. 
ever moved for thofe whom fhe hears lament, 
and a Man for thofe whom he obferves to fuf- 
fer in Silence. It is a Man's own Behaviour in 
the Circumftances he is under which procures 
him the Efteem of others, and not meerly the 
Affliction it felf which demands our Pity : For 
we never give a Man that Paffion which he falls 
Into for hirofelf. He that commends himfelf, 
never pnrchafet our Applaufe; nor he who be- 
wails himfelf, our Pity. 

Going through an Alley the other Day, I 
pbferved a noify impudent Beggar bawl out, 
That he was wounded in a Merchant-Man, That 
he bad loft his poor Limbs, and (bowed a Leg 
clouted up. All that palled by, made- what 
Hafte they could oat "of his Sight and Hearing $ 
but a poor Fellow at the End of the Parage, 
with a rufty Goat, a melancholy Air, and a 
foft Voice, defired them to look upon a Ma* 
not qfed to beg. The latter received the Cha- 
rity of almoft every one that went by. The 
Strings of the Heart, which are to be touched 
Co give us Companion, are not fo played on 
but by the fineft Hand. We fee in Tragical 
Representations, it is not the Pomp of Lan- 
guage, or Magnificence of" Drefs, in which the 
Paflioq is wrought that touches fenfible Spirits, 
but fbmething of a plain and Ample Nature 
which breaks in upon our Souls, by that Sym- 
pathy which is given us for our mutual Good- 
will and Servicp.

by faying, Porcia it dead-— Here Cajjxut is all 
Tenderneft, fcnd ready to diflblve, when he 
confiders, that the Mind of his Friend bad been 
employed on the greateft Affliction imaginable, 
when-he had been adding to it by a Debate oft 
Trifle* j

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Trifles i which mala him in the Angora of 
his Heart cry out, Hew fifd I teXng mk* I 
tint prmkt i jm i This is an Incident which 
moves the Soul in «U its Sentiment! ; and Ufi 
fim'i Heart wis at once touched with all toe 
Toft Pangs of Pity, Remorfe, and Reconcilia- 
tion. It is laid indeed by Harm, Ifyn would 
imemwttt, jm awJe/Srjr taxfjusr JsjE This 
is not literally true, for it would have been as 
tjgbtly laid, if we obferve Nature, That Iflull 
certainly weep, if yon do not : But what is 
intended by that ExprefSoa, it. That it is not 
poruble (a give Paffion, except you thaw that 
you. fuflar your felt Therefore the true Art 
jEeetns to be, that when yon would have the 
Perfisn yon (eprefent pitted, you muft (how 
him at once, in the bigheft Grief and Strug- 
gling, to bear it with Decency and Patience. 
In this Cafe we ugh for him, and give him 
every Qwan he fupprefies. 

I remember, when I was young enough to 
follow the Sports of the Held, I have more than 
once rode off at the Death of a Deer, when I 
(have fcoo the Animal in an Affliction which 
appeared humane without the lead Noife, let 
#11 Tears when he was reduced to Extremity ; 
and I have thought of the Sorrow I faw him 
io when his Haunch came to the Table. But 
our Tears are not given only to Objects of JH- 
ty, bat the Mind has Reeourfc to that Relief 
|a all Occafons which give us much Emotion. 
Thus, to be apt to (hed Tears, is a Sign of a 
great as well as little Spirit. I have heard (ay,

It is to me a very great Meannefs, and fome- 
thing much below a Philofopher, which is what 
I mean by a Gentleman, to rank a Man among 
the Vulgar for the Condition of Life he is 
in, and not according to his Behaviour, his 
Thoughts and Sentiments, in that Condition. 
For if. a Man be loaded with Riches and Ho- 
nours, and in that State of Life has Thoughts 
and Inclinations below the meaneffc Artificer 5 
is not fuch an Artificer, who within his Power 
is good to his Friends, moderate in his De- 
mands for his Labour, an<4 chearful in his Oc- 
cupation, very much fuperior to him who lives 
for no other End but to ferve himfelf, and af- 
fumes a Preference in all his Words and Actions 
to. thofe, who aft their Part with much more 
Grace than himfelf > Epifctw has made life of 
the Similitude of a Stage-Play to humane Life 
with much Spirit. It is not, fays he, to be 
confidejed among the A&ors, who is Prince, or 
who is Beggar, but who aces Prince or Beggar 
beft. The Circumftance of Life mould not be 
that which gives us Place, but our Behaviour 
' in that Circumftance is -what mould be our (6-1 
lid Diftinetion. Thus, a wife Man mould think 1 
no Man. above, him or below him, any fur- 
ther than it regards the outward Order and 
Difcipline of the World : For if we take too 
great an Idea of the Eminence of our Superiors, 
or Subordination of. our Inferiors, it will have 
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til 111 lEfieet upon onr Behaviour to both. He 
Who thinks no Man above him but for bis Vlr- 
tuti none bdow him bat for tois Vice, can ne- 
ver be obfequious or afiurmhg in a Wrong Place, 
but will frequently emulate Men in Rant below 
bim, and pity thofe above him. 

This Seme of Mankind is fo far from a level- 
ing Principle, that it only fers us upon a true 
Mis of Diftioctnn, and donbta the Merit of 
fuch as become their Condition'. A Man in 
Po»e>; who can, without the ordinary Prcpof- 
feffioos which (top the Way to the true Know- 
ledge add Service of Mankind, overlook the 
little DiRioaioru of Fortune, raife obfenre Me- 
rit, and difcoontenance fucceftful Indelert, has, 
in the Minds of knowing Men, the Figure of 
am Angel rather than a Man, and is above the 
reft of Men in the higheft Character he can be, 
even that of their Benefactor. 

Turning my Thoughts as I was taking my 
Pipe this Evening after this Manner, it was 
no final! Delight to me to receive Advice from 
f'ilica.

* his Afpeft. His whole' Perfon Is finely turn'd, 

* and fpeaks blm a Man of Quality : Which arc 

* Qualifications that, I think, ought by no 

* Means to be overlook'd, and fhould" be be- 

* ftoWd on a Daughter as the Reward of her 

* Chafticy. 

A Woman that will give her felf Liberties, 
need not put her Parents to fo much Trouble $ 
for if flic does not pofiefs thefe Ornaments in a 
Husband, fhecanfupply ber felf elfewhere. But 
this is not the Cafe of my Sifter jfawrr, who, I 
may fay without Vanity, is as unfpotted a Spin-* 
fter as any in Great Britain. I (hall take this 
Occafion to recommend the Condud of our own 
Family in this Particular. 

We have in the Genealogy of our Houfe, the 
Defcriptions and Pictures of our Anceftors from

His 
eldeft Son Ralph, for that was .his Name, was 
for this Reafon married to a Lady who had lit- 
tle elfe to recommend her, but that (he was ve- 
ry tall and very fair. The Iffue of this Match, 
with the Help of high Shoes, made a tolerable 
Figure in the next Age ; though the Comprexi- 
on of the Family was obfeure 'till the Fourth 
Generation from that Marriage. From which 
Time, till the Reign of William the Conqueror, 
the Females of our Houfe were famous for their 
Needle- work and fine Skins. In the Male Line, 
there happened an unlucky Accident in the 
Reign of Richard the Third, tbe eldeft Son of 
Philip, then Chief of the Family, being bora 
with an Hump-back and very high Nofe.

But Length of Time, and fucceffive Care in 
our Alliances, have cured this alfo, and redu- 
ced our Faces into that tolerable Oval which we 
enjoy at prefent. I would not be tedious in 
this Difcourfe, but cannot but obferve, that our 
Race fuffer'd very much about Three Hundred 
Years ago, by the Marriage of one of our Hei- 
jefies with an eminent Courtier, who gave us 
Spindle-Shanks, and Cramps in our Bones, in- 
fomuch that we did not recover our Health 
and Legs till Sir Waller RlcicrftifamM Mad 
the Milk-Maid, of whom the then Girter King 
at Arms (a facetious Perfon) faid pleafantly 
enough, That (he had fpoiled our Blood, but 
mended our Conftitutions. 

After this Account of the Effect our prudent 
Choice of Matches has bad upon our Perfons 
and Features, 1 cannot but obferve, that there 
are daily Inftances of as great Changes made by 
Marriage upon Men's Minds and Humours. One 
might wear any Paffion out of a Family by Cul- 
ture, as skilful Gardiners blot a Colour out of 
s Tulip that hurts its Beauty. One might pro- 
duce 
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dace an affable Temper out of a Shrew, by 
grafting the Mild upon the Cholerick 5 or raife 
a Jackpudding from a Prude, by inoculating 
Mirth and Melancholy. It is for Want of 
Care in the difpofing of our Children, with 
Regard to our bodies and Minds, that we go in- 
to an Houfe and lee fuch different Complexions 
and Humours in the fame Race and Family. 
But to me it is as plain as a Pikeftaff, from what 
Mixture it is, that this Daughter fiJently low- 
ers, f other {reals a kind Look at you, a third is 
exactly well behaved, a fourth a Splenatkk, 
and a fifth a Coquet.

r' it a Thing very much to be lamented, that 
a Man muft nfe a certain Cunning to caution 
People againft what it is their Intereft to a* 
void. All Men will allow, that it is a great 
and beroick Work to correct Men's Errors, and 
at the Price of being called a Common Enemy, 
to go on in being a Common Friend to my Fel- 
,low Subjects and Citizens. But I am forced in

There is EmbuSus, with aH the good 1 CJuali-'- 
ties in the World, defetveS well of ho Body, i 
That nfjiverfal Good-will which is fo ffrong in 
film, expbfes him to the Affault of every Iriva* 
der ujrofi bis Time, his Cortvetfation, and hit 
Property* His Diet is Butchers Meat, his Wen* 
dies are in plain Pinners and Norwich Crapes*: 
Bis Drefs like other People, his Income great; 
and yet has be feldom a Guinea at Command* 
from thefeeafy Gentlemen, arecoilctWJEftatW 
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by Servants or Gamefters 5 which latter Frater- 
nity are excutablc, when we think of this Clan, 
who feem born to be their Prey. All there-

This worthy Youth put me Into Reflections 
upon that Subjeft t, and I obferved the fantaftir 
cal Humour to be fo general, that there is hard- 
ly a Man who is not more or lefs tainted with it. 
The Rrft of this Order of Men are the Vaktudi- 
itariait, who are never in Health, but complain 
of Want of Stomach or Reft every Day till 
Noon, and then devour all which comes before 
them. Lady Duurf/ is convinced, that it is nor 
ceflary for a Gentlewoman to be out of Order; 
and to preferve that Character, (he dines every 
Pay in her Clofet at Twelve, that (he may be* 
come her Table at Two, and be unable to eat 
;n Publick. About five Years ago, 1 remember 
it was the Fafhion to be lhort-ughted : A Man 
Would not own an Acquaintance 'till he had 
firft examined him with his Glafs. At a Lady's 
Entrance into the Play-houfe, you might fee 
Tubes immediately levelled at her from every 
Quarter of the Pit and Side-Boxes, However, 
that Mode of Infirmity is out, and the Age has 
recovered its Sight : But the Blind feem to be' 
fueceeded by the Lame, and a janty Limp is the 
prefent Beauty. I think I have formerly obfer- 
ved, a Cane is Part of the Drefs of a Prig, and 
always worn upon a Button, tor fear he would 
be thought to have an OccaGon.for it, or be 
tfteemed really, and not genteely a Cripple.

This Sort of Affecta- 
tion I have known ran from one Limb or Mem- 
ber to another, Before the Limpets came in, I 
remember a Race of Lifpm, fine Perfoos, who 
took an Averfion to particular Letters in our 
Language : Some never uttered the Letter H^ 
and others had as mortal an Averfion to £ O- 
thers have had their fafhionable Defect in their 
Ears, and would make yon repeat all you (aid 
twice over. I know an ancient Friend of mine, 
whofe Table is every Day furrounded with Flat- 
terers, that makes ufe of this, fometimes as a 
Piece of Grandeur, and at others as an Art, to 
make them repeat their Commendations.

Of the 
like Turn are all your Mdrmage-Haterj, who rail 
at the Noofe, at the Words, For ever ad A}, 
and at the fame Time are fecretly pining for Come 
young Thing or other that makes their Hearts 
(kcbyherRerofal. The next to thefe, are fuch 
as pretend to govern their Wives, and boaft 
how ill they ulethem j when at the fame Time, 
go to their Hoafes, and yon ftall fee them ftep 
as if they feared making a Noife, and are as fond 
as an Alderman. I don't know, but fometimes 
thefe Pretences may arife from a DeGre to con- 
ceal a contrary Defect than that they fet up for. 
I remember, when I was a young Fellow, we 
bad a Companion of a very fearful Complexi- 
on, who, when we fat in to Drink, would de- 
fire us to take his Sword from him when be grew 
fuddled, for 'twas his Misfortune to be quarrel- 
some. 

There are many, many of thefe Evils, which 
demand my Obfervation 4 but feecaufe 1 have of 
sate been thought fomewhat too Satyrlcal, I mail 
give them Warning, and declare to the whole 
World, that they are not true, but falfc Hypo- 
crites; and make it out, that they are good Men 
in their Hearts.

I farther de- 
manded of him, What he had eat or drank that 
Day ? He replied. Nothing but a Dim of Wa- 
ter-gruel, with a few Plumbs in it. In the next 
Place I felt his Pulfe, which was. very low and 
Janguilhing. Thefe Circumftances confirmed me 
in an Opinion which I had entertained upon the 
firft reading of his Letter, that the Gentleman 
was far gone in the Spleen.

THere are two Kinds of Immortality- 5 that 
which the Soul really enjoys after this 
Life, and that Imaginary Exiftence by which 
Men live in their. Fame and Reputation. The 
belt and greateft Actions have proceeded from 
the Profpect of the one 01 the other of thefe 5 
but my Defign is to treat only of thofe who 
have chiefly propofed to themfelves the latter 
as the principal Reward of their Labours. It 
was for this Reafon that I excluded from my 
Tables of Fame all the great Founders and Vota- 
ries of Religion ; and it is for this Reafon alfo 
that I am more than ordinarily anxious to do 
Juftice to the Perfons of whom I am now going to 
(peak 5 for lince Fame was the only End of all 
their Enterprises and Studies, a Man cannot be 
too fcrupulous in allotting them their due Pro- 
portion of it It was this ConGderation which 
made me call the whole Body of the Learned to 
my Affiftance j to many of whom I muft own 
a iayf 
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my Obligations for the Catalogues of illuftrions 
Perfons which tbey have fent me in upon this 
Occafion. I Yefterday employed the whole Af- 
ternoon in comparing them with each other's 
which made fo ftrong an Impreffian upon my 
Imagination, that they broke my Sleep for the 
firft Part of the following Night, and at lengh 
threw me into a very agreeable Vifion, which 
I (hall beg Leave to defcribe in all its Particu- 
lars. 

I dreamed that ( was conveyed into a wide 
and boundlefs Plain, that was covered with 
prodigious Multitudes of People, which no Man 
could number. In the Midft of it there (topd a 
Mountain, with its Head above the Clouds. 
The Sides were extremely fteep, and of fuch a 
particular Structure, that no Creature, which 
was not made in an humane Figure, could pof- 
fibly afcend it. On a fudden there was heard, 
from the Top of it a Sound like that of a Trum- 
pet ; but fo exceeding fweet and harmonious, 
that it filled the Hearts of thofe who heard it 
with Raptures, and gave fuch high and delight- 
ful Senfations, as feemed to animate and raife 
humane Nature above it felf. This made me' 
very much amazed to find fo very few in that 
innumerable Multitude, who had Ears, fine 
enough to hear or relilh this Mufick with Plea- 
fiire : But my Wonder abated, when, upon 
looking round me, I faw moft of then) atten- 
tive to Three Sirens cloathed like Coddefles, and 
di(tingui(hed by the Names of Slab, IgMrmi, 
and Pleifirt. They were feared on Three Rocks, 
atnidft a beautiful Variety of Groves, Meadows, 
' ifil. i.2 Q, tad 
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Bod Rivulets, that lay on the Borders of the 
Mountain. While the bafe and groveling Mul- 
titude of different Nations , Ranks and Ages , 
were liftening to the fedelufive Deities, thofe 
of a more erect. Afped, and exalted Spirit fepa- 
Wted themfelves from the reft, and marched in 
great Bodies towards the Mountain 5 from 
whence they beard the Sound; which ftilfgrew 
fjveeter the more they Hftened to it. 

On a Hidden, methought this feled Band 
fprang forward, with a Refolution to clirnb the 
Afcent, and follow the Call of that Heavenly 
Mufick. Every one took fomething with him 
that he thought might be of Affiftance to him 1 
in his March. Several bad their Swords drawn, 
fbme carried Rolls of Paper in their Hands, 
fome had Compaues, other Quadrants, others 
Telefcopes, and others Pencils 5 fome had Law- 
rels on their Heads, and others Buskins on their 
tegs : In (hort, there was Icarce any Inftru- 
merit of a Mechanick Art or Liberal Science, 
which was not made life of on this Occafion. 
My good Dtmotti who flood at my Right Hand 
during the Courfe of this whole Virion, obfer- 
ving in me a burning Deu*re to join that glori- 
ous Company, told me, he highly approved 
that generous Ardor with which 1 fecmcd trans- 
ported; but at the fame Time advifed me to 
cover my Face with a Mask all the while I was 
to labour on the Afcent. I took bis Counfel 
without inquiring into his Reafons. The whole 
Body now broke into different Partia, and be- 
gan to climb the Precipice by Ten Thoufand 
different Paths. Several gpt into little Allies, 
I m whkb' 
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which did floe reach far up tbe Hill, before 
they ended and led no farther : And I obfer* 
ved, That molt of the Artizans, which confide' 
rably diminithed our Number, fell into thefe 1 
Paths. 

We left another confiderable Body of 
Adventurers behind us, who thought they had 
difeovered By-ways up the Hill, which proved 
fo very intricate and perplexed, that after ha- 
ving advanced in them a little, they were quite 
loft among tbe fevetal Turns and Windings % 
and tho' they were as active as any in their 
Motions, they made but little Progrefs in tho 
Afcent. Thefe, as my Guide informed me, 
were Men of fubtle Tempers, and puzzled Rx 
liticks, who would fuppry the Place of real 
Wifdom with Cunning and Artifice. Among 
thofe, who were far advanced in their Way, 
there were fome that by one falfe Step fell 
backward, and loft more Ground in a Moment, 
than they had gained for many Hours, or 
could be ever able to recover* We were now 
advanced very high, and obferved, That all 
the different Paths which ran about the Sides of 
the Mountain, began to meet in Two great 
Roads, which infenfibly gathered tbe whole 
Multitude of Travellers into Two great Bodies, 
At a little Diftance from the Entrance of each 
Road, there flood an hideous Phantom, that 
oppofed our further Paftage. One of thefe Ap 
paritions had his Right Hand filled with Darts; 
which he brandifhed in the Face of all who 
came up that Way. Crowds ran back at the 
Appearance of it, and cried out, Dutb. The 
Qa Spectre 
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Spectre that guarded the other Road, was Brep s 
She was not armed with Weapons of Deftru- 
ftion fike the former ; bat by dreadful Hillings, 
Noifes of Reproach, and a horrid diffracted 
Laughter, (he appeared more frightful than 
Death it felf, infomuch that Abundance of onr 
Company were difcouraged from patting any 
further, and fome appeared afhamed of having 
come fo far. As for my felf, I muft confefs 
my Heart fhrunk within me at the Sight of 
ihefe ghaftly Appearances : But on a Hidden, 
the Voice of the Trumpet came more foil upon 
OS, fo that we felt a new Rcfolution reviving 
in us; and in Proportion as this Refolurion 
grew, the Terrors before us feerned to vaniCb. 
Mod of the Company who had Swords in 
(heir Hands, marched on with great Spirit, and 
an Air of Defiance, up the Road that was com- 
manded by Death ; while others, who had 
Thought and Contemplation in their Looks, 
went forward in a more compofed Manner up 
the Road poflefied. by Em/. The Way above 
tbefe Apparitions grew fmootb and uniform, 
and was fo delightful, that the Travellers went 
on with PJeafurc, and in a little Time arrived 
at the Top of the Mountain. They here began 
to breath a delicious Kind of iCther, and law 
all the Fields about them covered with a Kind 
of Purple Light, that made them reflect with 
Satisfaction on their pad Toils, and difiufed a 
fecret Joy through the whole AUembly, which, 
fbewed it felf in every Look and Feature, Jo 
the Midft of thefe happy Fields, there (food a 
Palace of a very glorious Structur c : It had Four 

great 
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great Folding-Doors, that faced the Four feverat 
Qparters of the World. On the Top of it wa» 
enthron'd the Goddefs of the Mountain, who 
fmiled upon her Votaries, and fdunded the 
Silver Trumpet which had called tbem np, and 
cheated them in their Paflage to her Palace. 
They bad now formed therofelves into feveral 
Divifioos, a Band of Hilroriaqs taking their 
Stations at each Door, according to the Perfons 
whom they were to introduce. 

On i fuddeh the Trumpet, which had hi- 
therto (bunded only a March, or a Point of 
War, now fwelled all its Notes into Triumph 
and Exultation : The whole Fabric* (hook, and 
the Doors flew open. The Firit who (teppecl 
forward, .was a beautiful and blooming Hero, 
and as I heard by the Murmurs round me, 
AUxmtkr tie Grtd. He was conducted by a 
Crowd of Hiftorians, The Perfon who imme- 
diately walked before him, was remarkable for 
an eroforoider'd Garment, who not being Well 
acquainted with the Place, was conducting him 
to an Apartment appointed for the Reception of 
fabulous Heroes. The Name of this falfe Golds 
was gKimtm Cm!*. But Artam and Pltfmi, 
who knew better the Avenues of this Palace, 
conducted him into the great Hall, and placed . 
him at the upper End of the Firft Table. My 
good Daemon, that I might fee the whole Ce- 
remony, conveyed me to a Corner of this 
Room, where I might perceive all that palled 
without being feen my felf. The neat who en- 
tered was a charming Virgin, leading in a ve- 
nerable old Man that was blind. Under her 
Q.3 Left 
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Left Arm the bore a Harp, and on her Head 
a Garland, Alexander, who was very well ac- 
quainted with Homer, ftoodup at his Entrance, 
and placed him on hit Right Hand. The Vir- 
gin, who it ferns was one of the Nine Sifters 
that attended on the Goddefs of Fame, fmiled ' 
with an ineffable Grace at their Meeting, and 
retired. 

Julius Ceftr was now coming forward 5 and 
though moft of the Hiftorians offered their 
Service to introduce him, be left them at the 
Door, and would have no Conductor but him- 
felf. 

The next who advanced, was a Man of a 
homely but chearful Afpeft, and attended by 
Perfons of greater Figure than any that appear- 
ed on this Occafion. Plata was on his Right 
Hand, and Xeaophm on bis Left He bowed to 
Homer, and fat down by him. It was expect- 
ed that Plato would htmfelf have taken a Place 
next to his Matter Socrates ; but on a fudden 
there was beard a great Clamour of Difputants 
at the Door, who appeared with Artfiotle at 
the Head of them. That Philofopber, with 
fome Rudenefs, bat great Strength of Reafon, 
convinced the whole Table, that a Title to the 
Fifth Place was bis Due, and took it accor- 
dingly. 

He had fcarce fat down, when the fame 
beautiful Virgin that had introduced Homer 
brought in another, who hung back at the En- 
trance, and would have excufed himfelf, had 
not his Modefty been overcome by the Invita- 
tion of all who fat at the Table. His Guide 
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and Behaviour made me eafily conclude it was 
V$rpL Cicero next appeared, and took his 
Place. He had inquired at the Door for one 
Lhccei/ff to introduce him ; but not finding 
him there, he contented himfelf with the At- 
tendance of many other Writers, who all (ex- 
cept Salluft) appeared highly pleafed with the' 
Office. 

We waited fome Time in Expectation of the 
next Worthy, who came in with a great Re- 
tinue of Hiftorians, whofe Names I could not 
learn, mod of them being Natives of Carthage. 
The Perfon thus condufted, who was Hannibal, 
Teemed much difturbed, and could not forbear 
complaining to the Board of the Affronts he 
had met with among the Roman Hiftorians, 
who attempted, fays he, to carry me into the 
Subterraneous Apartment ; and perhaps would 
have done it, had it not been for the Impar- 
tiality of this Gentleman, pointing to Poljbimr, 
who was the only Perfon, except my own 
Countrymen, that was willing to conduct me 
hither. 

■ The Carthaginian took his Seat, and Pom- 
fey entered with great Dignity in his own 
Perfon, and preceded by feveral Hiftorians, 
Jjican the Poet was at the Head of them, who 
obferving Homer and Virgil at the Table, was 
going to (It down himfelr, had not the latter 
whnper'd him, That whatever Pretence he 
might otherwise have had , he forfeited his 
Claim to it, by coming in as one of the Hifto- 
rians. I.ucan was fo exafperated with the Rev 
pulfe, that he mattered fomething to hitnfelf, 
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and was beard to fay, That fince he could not 
have a Seat among them himfelf, he would 
bring in one who alone bad more Merit than, 
(heir whole Afiembly : Upon which he went to 
the Door, and brought in Cato of Vtic4. That 
great Man approached the Company with fuch 
ah Air, that (howed be contemned the Honour 
which he laid a Claim to. Obferving the Seat 
oppofite to Cdftr was vacant, he took Pofleffion 
of it j and fpoke Two or Three fmart Sentences 
upon the Nature of Precedency, which, accor- 
j ding to him, confided not in Place, but in in- 
/ txinfick Merit; to which he added, Tbat the 
\ rnoft virtuous Mao, wherever he was feated, 
was always at the Upper End of the Table. 
Socrates , who had a great Spirit of Raillery 
with bis Wifdom, could not forbear fmiling at 
a Virtue which took fo little Pains to make it 
fel f agreeable. Cktro took the Occafion to make 
a long Difcourfe in Praife of for*, which he 
uttered with much Vehemence. Cefir anfwered 
him with a great Deal of feeming Temper : But 
as 1 ftood at a great Diftance from them, I was 
not able to hear one Word of what they faid. 
Bnt I could not forbear taking Notice, That in 
all the Difcourfe which pafled at the Table, a 
Word or Nod from Hunt decided the Contra* 
verfy. 

After a fhortPaufe, Augnfins appeared look- 
ing round him with a ferene and affable 
Countenance upon all the Writers of his Age, 
who ftrove among themfelves which of them 
ihould mow him the greateft Marks of Grati- 
tude and Refped. Virgil rofe from the table 

to 
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*o meet him ; and though he wis in acceptable" 
Gireft to all, be appeared more fuch to the 
Learned, than the Military Worthies. The 
next Man aftonilhed the whole Table with hit 
Appearance : He was flow, folenm, and Tilenc 
in his Behaviour, and wore a Raiment curiouf- 
Jy wrought with Hieroglyphieks. As became 
, into the Middle of, the Room, he threw back 
the Skirt of it, and difcovered a Golden Thigh. 
Stcrttu, at the Sight of it, declared agatnlt 
keeping Company with any who were not 
made of Flelh and Blood ; and therefore deli- 
red Diogenes the LfKrtian to lead bim to the 
Apartment allotted for Fabulous Heroes, and 
Worthies of Dubious Eriftence. At his going 
out, he told them. That they did not kno# 
whom they difmifled \ that he was now Pjth*- 
guru, the Firft of Philofopbers, and that fori 
rnerly he bad been a very brave Man at the 
Siege of Troy. That may be Very true, laid 
Sccrttes ; but you forget that you have like-, 
wife been a very great Harlot in your Time* 
This Exclufion made Way for Archimedes^ who 
came forward with a Scheme of Mathematical 
Figures in his Hand ; among which, I obfcrved 
a Cone and a Cylinder. 

Seeing this Table full, I delired my Guide 
for Variety to lead me to the Fabulous Apart- 
ment, the Roof of which was painted with 
Gorgons, Chimera's, and Centaurs, with ma- 
ny other Emblematical Figures, which I want- 
ed both Time and Skill to unriddle. The Firft 
Table was almoft full. At the Upper End fat 
Urnkt, leaning an Arm upon his Club. On 
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bis Right Hand were Jctittu and Vlyjjii, and 
between them Hint*. On his Left were HeBorl 
Tbtftm, and Jafin. The Lower End had Or- 
fbcm, Mfif, PMmi, and it&Aiwr. The Ulhers 
feemed at a Lois for a Twelfth Man, when 
methought, to my great Joy and Surprize, I 
beard tome at the Lower End of the Table 
mention Ifuc Bkkerft^: But thofe of the Up- 
per End received it with Difdain, and faid, If 
chey mnft have a Britifl Worthy, they would 
have Robin Hood. 

While I was tranfported with the Honour 
that was done me, and burning with Envy a- 
eainft my Competitor, I was awaken'd by the 
Noife of the Cannon which were then fired 
for the taking of Marrt. I mould have been 
very much troubled at being thrown out of 
To pleafing a Vilion on any other Occaflon 5 
but thought it an agreeable Change to have 
my Thoughts diverted from the greareft among 
the Dead and Fabulous Heroes, to the moft Fa- 
mous among the Real and the Living.

After the Mind has been employed on Con- 
templations fuitable to its Greatnefs, it Is 
unnatural to run intofudden Mirth or Levity j 
but we muft let the Soul fubfide as it rofe, by 
proper Degrees. My late Con federations of 
the ancient Heroes impreficd a certain Gravity 
upon my Mind, which is much above the lit- 
tle Gratification received from Starts of Humour 
and Fancy, and threw me into a pleating Sad- 
nefs. In this State of Thought 1 have been 
looking at the Fire, and in a penfive Manner 
refle&ing upon the great. Misfortunes and Cala- 
mities incident to humane Life; amqng which, 
there are none that touch fo fenfib.Jy, as tbofe 
which befal Perfons who eminently love, and 
meet with fatal Interruptions of their Happi- 
nefs when they leaft expect it. The Piety of 
Children to Parents, and the Affeftion of Pa- 
rents to their Children, are the Effetts of In- 
ftinft $ but the Affe&ion between Lovers and 
Friends is founded on Reafon and Choice, 
which has always made me think, the Sorrows 
pf the latter much more to be pitied than thofe 
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of the former. The Contemplation of Di- 
ftreues of this Sort foftens the Mind of Man, 
and makes the Heart better. It extinguifhes 
the Seeds of Envy and ill Will towards Man- 
kind, corrects the Pride of Profperity, and beats 
down all that Fiercenefs and Infolence which 
are apt to get into the Minds of the Daring 
and Fortunate. For this Reafon the wife Atht_ r 
mam, in their Theatrical Performances, laid 
before the Eyes of the People the greateft Af- 
flictions which could befal humane Life, and 
infcnfibly polifh'a their Tempers by fuch Re- 
prefen tat ions. Among the Modern, Indeed 
there has arofe a Chimerical Method of difpo- 
fing the Fortune of the Perfons reprefented, ac- 
cording to what they call Poetical Juftice $ and 
Jetting none be unhappy, but thofe who de- 
ferve it. In fuch Cafes, an intelligent Specta- 
tor, if he is concerned, knows he ought not 
to be fo 5 and can learn nothing from fuch & 
Tendernefs, bat that he is a weak Creature, 
whofe Paffions cannot follow the Dictates of 
his Understanding. It is very natural, when 
one is got into fuch a Way of Thinking, to re- 
collect thofe Examples of Sorrow which have 
made the ftrongeft Impreffion upon Our Imagi- 
nations. An Inftance or Two of fuch you'll 
give me Leave to communicate. 

A young Gentleman and Lady of ancient and 
honourable Houfes in CtmwaB, had from theit 
Childhood entertained for each other a gene- 
rous and noble Paffion, which had been long 
oppofed by their Friends, by Reafon of the In- 
equality of their Fortunes 5 out their Conftancy 
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to each other, and Obedience to thofc on 
whom they depended, wrought fo much upon 
their Relations, that thefe celebrated Lovers 
were at length joined in Marriage. Soon after 
their Nuptials, the Bridegroom was obliged to 
go into a Foreign Country, to take Care of a 
confiderable Fortune which was left him by a 
Relation, and came very opportunely to im- 
prove their moderate Circum/tances. They re- 
ceived the Congratulations of all the Country 
on this Occafion 5 and 1 remember it was a 
common Sentence in every one's Mouth, Tern 
fee htm faithful Love it rewarded. 

He took this agreeable Voyage, and Tent 
Home every Poft frelh Accounts of his Succefs 
in his Affairs Abroad ; but at laft (though he 
defigned to return with the next Ship) he 
lamented in his Letters, that Bufinefs would 
detain him Come Time longer from Home, bcr 
caufe he would give himfelf the Pleafureof an 
unexpected Arrival.

But 
have a Word or two more before you go out 
of the Room 5 for 1 fee you do not like the Sub- 
ject t am upon. Let nothing provoke you to 
(fall upon an Imperfection he cannot help; for if 
be has a relenting Spirit, he will think your A- 
verlion as immoveable as the Imperfection with 
which you upbraid him. But above all,dear jfejmr, 
be careful of one Thing, and you will be fame-

Though this Place is frequented by a mora 
mixed Company than it us'd to be formerly, 
yet you meet very often fome whom one can- 
riot leave without being the better for their 
Conversation. A Gentleman this Evening, in 
a dictating Manner, talk'd I thought very plea- 
fiogly in Praifeof Modefty, in the roidft of Ten 
or Twelve Libertines, upon whom it termed to 
have bad a good Efiect : He represented it as 
the certain Indication of a great and Noble Spi- 
rit. Modefty, faid be, is the Virtue which 
roakes Men prefer the Publick to their Private 
Intereft, the Guide of every honeft Undertaking, 
and the great Guardian of Innocence : It makes 
Men amiable to their Friends, and refpefted by 
their very Enemies. In all Places, and on all 
OccaGons, it attracts Benevolence, and demands 
Approbation. 

One might give Inftancesout of Antiquity of 
the irrefiftible Force of this Quality in great 
Minds : Cictreiw and Cnam Sapio the Son of 
the great Africmt, were Competitors for the 
Office of Praetor. The Crowd followed Cktrtiut, 
and left Scipio unattended. Cicerciits faw this 
with much Concern, and defiring an Audience 
pf (he People, he defended from the Place 

where 
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where the Candidates were to fit, in the Eye 
of the Multitude, pleaded for his Adverfary, 
and with an ingenuous Modefty ( which it is' 
impoffible to feign) reprefented to 'em, how 
much it was to their Dilhonour, that a virtu- 
ous Son of Jfrkattus (hould not be preferr'd to 
him, or any other Man whatfoever. This im- 
mediately gain'd the Ele&ion for Scipto ; but alt 
the Compliments and Congratulations upon it 
were made to Cicereius. It is eafier in this Cafe 
to fay who had the Office, than the Honour. 
There is no Occurrence in Life, where this Qua- 
lity is not more ornamental than any other. 
After the Battle of Pbarfalia, Pompej marching 
towards Lmffus, the whole People of that 
Place came out inProceffion to do him Honour. 
He thanked the Magiftrates for their Refpeft to 
him 5 but defired them to perform thcfe Cere- 
monies to the Conqueror. This gallant Submif- 
fion to bis Fortune, and Difdain of making any 
Appearance but like Pompej, was owing to his 
Modefty, which would not permit him to be 
fo difingenuous, as to give himfelf the Air of 
Profperity, when he was in the contrary Con- 
dition. 

This I fay of Modefty, as it is the Virtue 
which preferves a Decorum in the general 
Courfe of our Life ; but confidering it alfo as* 
It regards our meer Bodies, it is the certain 
Character of a great Mind. It is memorable of 
the mighty Cafir, that when he was murder*d 
in the Capitol, at the very Moment in which 
he expired, he gathered his Robe about him, 
ffrat he might fall in a decent Pofture. In this 
Mannej 
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Manner (fays my Author) he went off, not 
like a Man that departed out of Life, but a 
Deity that returned to his Abode.

THere is nothing which I contemplate with 
greater Pleafure than the Dignity of Hu^ 
mane Nature, which often (hows it felf in all

breaks through its Original Corruption, and 
(hows what it once was, and what it will be 
hereafter. I confider the Soul of Man, as the 
Ruin of a glorious Pile of Building 5 where;

and Obelisks, and a Magnificence in Confufion; 
Virtue andWifdom are continually employed iri 
clearing the Ruins, , removing thefe diforderly 
Heaps, recovering the noble Pieces that lie bu» 
ried under him, and adiufting them as well as 
poffible according to their ancient Symmetry 
and Beauty. A happy Education , Conven- 
tion with the fineft Spirits, looking abroad into 
the Works of Nature, and Obfervations upon 
Mankind, are the great Affiftances to this ne- 
ceflary and glorious Work. But even among 
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thofe who have never had the Happinefs of 
any of thefe Advantages, there are fbtnetimes 
fuch Exertions of the Greatnefs that is natural to 
the Mind of Man, as (how Capacities and Abi- 
lities, which only want thefe Accidental Helps 
to fetch them out, and (how them in a proper 
Light. A Plebeian Soul is ftill the Ruin of this 
glorious Edifice, though encumber'd with all its 
Rubbifh.

As he' 
is the Son of Plenty, (who was the Offspring of 
Prudence) he is fubtte, intriguing, full of Stra-f 
tagefns and Devices 5 as the Son of Poverty, he 
is fawning, begging, ferenadtng, delighting to 
Tie at a Threshold, or beneath a Window. By 
tHe Father, he is audacious, full of Hopes, con- 
fcious of Merit, and therefore quick or Refent- 
ment: By the Mother, he is doubtful, timo- 
rous, mean-fpirited, fearful of offending, and 
tbjeft in Submiffions. In the fame Hour yon 
may 'fee himtranfported with Raptures, talk- 
hig of immortafPleafures, and ippearing fati& 
fy'd as a Cod % and immediately after, as the 
mortal Mother prevails in his Compofitton, you 
behold hint pining, langulfhing, defpairing, 
dying.

-their Blood befci/e him, beginning their Speeches 
with that dreadful Salutation, Let me fit heavy 
4m thy Soul to Morrm; and concluding with 
that difmal Sentence, Dejpair and die, Thisin- 
fpires the Tyrant with a Dream of his paft 
Guilt, and of the approaching Vengeance. He 
anticipates the fatal Day of Bofwortb, fancies 
himfelf difmounted, weltring in his own Blood; 

•and in the Agonies of DefpajF, (before he is

I began to reflect upon the different Ends of 
good and bad Kings j and as this was the Birth- 
Day of our late Renowned Monarch, I could not 
forbear thinking on the Departure of that ex- 
cellent Prince, whole Life was crowned with 
Glory, and his Death with Peace. I let my 
Mind go fo far into this Thought, as to ima- 
gine to my felf, what might hare been the Vi- 
sion of his departing Slumbers.

I Know no Manner of Speaking (o ofibnfive as 
that of giving Praife, and doling it with an 
Exception; which proceeds (where Men do not 
do it to introduce Malice, and make Calumny 
•more effectual) from (be common Error of con- 
fjdering Man as a> perfect Creature. But if we 
rightly examine Things, we thai 1 6nd, that there 
is a Spit of Oeeonomy in Providence, that one 
(fhall excel where another is defective, in order 
[to make- Men more ufeful to each other, and 
mix them in Society. This Man having this 
Talent,- and that Man another, is as nccebary 
in Converfation, as one profefung one Trade, 
and another another, is beneficial in Commerce. 
The happieft Climate does not produce all 
Things; audit was fo ordered, thatsne Pari of 
1 tbs 
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the Earth fhoutd want the Product of another, 
for uniting Mankind in a general Correfpon- 
dence and good Underftandmg. It is therefore 
Want of good Senfe as well as good Nature, to 
fay, SlmplicJMj has a better Judgment, but not 
fo much Wit, as Lain ; for that thefe have 
not each other's Capacities, is no more a Dimi- 
nution to either, than if you (hould fay, Sm- 
ftuim is not Ijttias, or Lathis not Sijnpliriiti. The 
Heathen World had fo little Notion that Per- 
fection was to be expected amongft Men, that 
among them any one Quality or Endowment 
in an Heroick Degree made « God. Hernia 
had Strength ; but it was never objected to him 
that he wanted Wit AfeBt prefided over Wit, 
and it was never asked whether he had Strength. 
We hear no Exceptions againft the Beauty of 
Minerva, or the Wifdom of Vtmtt. Thefe wife 
Heathens were glad to immortalize any one 
fervkeable Gift, and overlook all Imperfections 
in the Perfon who had it : But with us it is far 
otherwife, for we rejeft many eminent Virtues, 
if they are accompanied with one apparent 
Weaknefs. The reflecting after this Manner, 
made me account for the ftrange Delight Men 
take in reading Lampoons and Scandal, with 
which the Age abounds, and of which I receive 
frequent Complaints. Upon mature Confidera- 
tion, I find it is principally for this Reafon, that 
the word of Mankind, the Libellers, receive fo 
much Encouragement in the World. The low 
Race of Men take a ferret Pleafnre in finding an 
eminent Character levelled to their Condition 
by a Report of its Defects, and keep themfelves 
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in Countenance, tho'they are excelled in a thou- 
&nd Virtues, if they believe they have in com- 
mon with a great Perfon any one Fault. The 
Libeller falls in with this Humour, and gratifies 
this Bafcnefs of Temper, which is naturally an 
Enemy to extraordinary Merit. It is from this, 
that Libel and Satyr are prpmifcuoufly joined to- 
gether in the Notions of the Vulgar, tho* the 
Satyrift and Libeller differ as much as the Magi- 
strate and the Murderer. In the Conftdefation of 1 
Humane Life, the Satyrift never falls upon Per- 
sons who are not glaringly faulty,, and die Libel* 
ler on none but who are cpnfpicuoufly commen- 
dable. Were I to cxpofeany Vice in a good of 
great Man, if fhould certainty be by correcting 
it in feme one where that Crime was the moll 
diftingmftung Part of die Characters .as Pages 
arp chadded for the Admonition of Princes. 
When it.is performed ptherwife, the Vicious are 
kept in Credit, by placing; Men of Merit in. the 
tame, A^aifatip.u.- But all the Pafquils, Lam- 
poons and Libels, w-e. meet with now-a-days, 
are a Sort of playing with, the Four and twenty 
Letters, and throwing them, into Names and 
Characters, without Senfie, Truth or Vyit. I" tbi» 
Care, I am in great Perplexity to know whom 
they mean, and mould be in Diftrefs for thofe 
they abufc, if I did not fee their Judgment and 
Ingenuity in thofe they commend. This is the 
true Way of examining a Libel 5 and when Men 
confider, that no one Man living thinks the bet- 
ter of their Heroes and Patrons for the Panegy- 
rick given 'em, none can think themfelves lef- 
fcn'd by their Invective. The Hero or Patron in 
i a Libel,' 
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a Libel , is but a Scavenger to carry off the Dirt, 
arid by that very Employment is the filthieft 
Creature in the Street. Dedications and Panei 

fyficks are frequently Ridiculous, let 'em be ad- 
fefled where they will ; but at the Front*, br iil 
the Body of a Libel, to commend a Matt, is fay* 
ing to the Perforis applauded, My Lord, or, Sir, 
I have pulled down at Men that the reft of the World 
think: Grtak and Honourable, and here k d clear 
Stage i you may as you pltafe be valiant or wife j yott 
may choofe to be on the Military or Civil Lift $ fot 
there is no one brave who commands, Orjuft Woo hoi 
Power : Ton may ride the World now it is empty, 
which exploded yon when it was fuA; I have knocked 
out the Brahs Of aB whom Mankind thought good 
for any 7 hhg ^ arid I doubt hot, but you will reward 
that Invention, which found out the only Expedient 
« mike ydut Lord/hip, or your \Vorftip, of my Cori*. ■ 
f deration. 

Had I the Honour to be iri a Libel, arid had 
efcaped the Approbation of the Author, Khould 
look upon it exactly in this Manner. But tho' 
It is A Thing thus perfectly indifferent, who is 
tialted or debafed in fuch Performances, yet it 
is not fo with Relation to the Authors of tfaerh i 
Therefore I (hall, for the Good of my Country, 
hereafter take upon me to punifh thele Wretches. 
What is alteddy pafled, may die away accord- 
ing to its Nature, and continue in its prefent 
Oblivion * but for the future, I (hall take No- 
tice of fuch Enemies to Honour and Virtue, and 
preferve them to immortal Infamy. Their 
Names (hall give ffefh Offence many Ages hence, 
and be" detefted a Thoufand Years after the Com- 
[fW.a.] X miffion 
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miffion of their Crime. It (half not avail, that 
thefe Children of Infamy publifli their Work* 
under feigned Names, or under none at all ; 
for I am fo perfectly well acquainted with the 
Styles of all my Contemporaries, that I (hall not 
fail of doing them Juftice, with their proper 
Names, and at their full Length. Let there-. 
fore th.efe Mifcreants enjoy their prefent A& of 
Oblivion, and take Care how they offend here- 
after. 

But to avert our Eyes from fuch Obje&s, it ia 
methinks but requifite to fettle our Opinion in 
the Cafe of Praife and Blame ; and I believe, 
the only true Way to cure that Senfibility of 
Jteproach* which is a common Weaknefs ipfch, 
the molt virtuous Men, is to fix their Regard 
firmly upon only what is ftri&ly true, in Raja-' 
Hon to their Advantage, as well as Diminution. 
For if I am pleafed with Commendation which 
\ do. not deferve, I {hall from the fame Temper 
be concerned at Scandal I do not deferve. But 
he that can think of falfe Applaufe, with as roucbf 
Contempt as falfe Detraction, will certainly be 
prepared for all Adventures, and will become 
all Occafions. Undelerved Praife can pleafe 
only thofe who want Merit, and uadeferyeq* 
Reproach frighten only thofe who want Since- 
rity. I have thought of this with lb much At- 
tention, that I fancy there can be no other Me- 
thod in Nature found for the Cure of that De- 
' licacy which gives good Men Pain under Ca- 
' lumny, but placing Satisfaction no where but 
in a juft Senfe of their own Integrity, without " 
Regard to the Opinion of others. If we have, 

'not 
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tiot fuch a foundation as this, there is no Help 
againft Scandal, but being in Obfcurity, whictj 
to noble Minds is not being at all. The Trutht 
of it is, this Love of Praife dwells moft in great 
and heroiek Spirits $ and thole who bed delerve 
it, have generally the mod Orquifite Rel'tlb. of 
it. Methinks I fee the Renowned Alexander, 
afttr a painful and laborious March, amidft the 
Heats of a parched Soil and a burning Climate, 
fitting over the Head of a Fountain, and after; 
a Draught of Water, pronounce that memora- 
ble Saying, Oh Athenians 1 How much do I fufr 
fer that you may (peak well of mef The Athe- 
nians were at that Time the Learned of the World, 
and their Libels againft Alexander were written 
as he was a profefied Enemy of their State: BuC 
how monfrrous would fuch Invectives have ap- 
peared in Macedonians? 

As Love of Reputation is a darling Paftlon in 
great Men, lb the Defence of them m this Par- 
ticular is the Bufinefs of every Man of Honour 
and Honefty. We (hould run on fuch an Occa- 
fion (as if a Publick Building was on Fire) to 
their Relief; and all who fpread or publith fucht 
detectable Pieces as traduce their Merit, fhouldl 
be nfed like Incendiaries. It is the common 
Caufe of our Country, to fupport the Reputation 
of thofe who preferve it againft Invaders $ and , 
every Man is attacked in the Perfon of that 
Neighbour who deferves well of him.

IT has coft wc very much Care and Thought 
to marfhal and fix the People under their 
proper Denominations, and to range them ac- 
cording to their refpecYive Characters. Thefe 
my Endeavours have been received with unex- 
pected Succefs in one Kind, but neglected in ano- 
ther : For though I have many Readers, I have 
but few Converts. This rouft certainly proceed 
from a falfe Opinion, That what I write, is de- 
figned rather to amnfe and entertain, than con- 
vince and inftruft. I entered upon my Efiays 
with a Declaration, that I mould confider Man- 
kind in quite another Manner than they had 
hitherto been reprefented to the ordinary Worlds 
and aflcrted, that none but an ufeful Life fliould 
be with me any Life at all. But left this Do- 
ctrine fliould have made this fmall Progrefs to- 
wards the Conviction of Mankind, becaufe it 
may appear to the Unlearned light and whim- 
fjcaJ, I muft take Leave to unfold the VVifdom 

and 
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•nd Antiquity of my firft Propofition in thefe 
rnyEfiays, to wit. That every Worthtefi Man If 
* De*d Man. This Notion is as old as Pjth^e* 
vm, in whofe School it was a. Point of Disci- 
pline, That if among the Awwl, or Probationer/, 
there were any who grew weary of ftudying ' 
Co be ufefal, and returned to an idle Life, the 
reft were to regard them as dead ; and upon 
their Departing, to perform their Obfequies, 
and raife them Tombs with Infcriptiom , to 
warn others of the like Mortality, and quicken 
them to Refolutions of refining their Souls a- 
fcove that wretched State. It is upon a like 
A'nppofition , that young Ladies at this very 
Time in /bmw-Catbolick Countries are received 
into fome Nunneries with their Coffins, and 
with the Pomp of a formal Funeral, to fignify. 
That henceforth they are to be of no further 
Ufe, and confequently Dead. Nor was Ppha- 
garji himfelf the firft Author of this Symbol, 
with whom, and with the Heirewt, it was ge- 
nerally received. Much more might be offered 
Sn Illuftration of this Do&rioefrom Sacred Au- 
thority, which I recommend to my Reader's 
own Reflection ; who will eafily recoiled, from 
Places which I do not think fit to quote here, 
the forcible Manner of applying the Words 
Dead and Living to Mep as they are Good or 
Pad. 

I have therefore compofed the following 
Scheme of Evidence for the Benefit both of lbs 
Living and the Dead, too* chiefly for the Latter, 
whom I muft delire to read it with all pofijbja 
Attention. In the Number of th.c Dead, I com- 
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prebend all Perfons of what Title or Dignity 
foever, who bcftow mod of their Time in Eat- 
ing and Drinking, to fupport that imaginary 
Exigence of theirs, which they call Life; or in 
dreuing and adorning thofe Shadows and Appa- 
ritions, which are looked upon by the Vulgar as 
real Men and Women. In Ihort, whoever ro- 
fides in the World without having any Bufineft 
in it, and paries away an Age without ever 
thinking on the Errand for which be was Cent 
hither, is to me a Dead Man to all Intents and 
Purpofes ; and I defire that he may be fo repu- 
ted. The Living are only thofe that are form 
Way or other laudably employed in the Im- 
provement of their own Minds, or for the Ad- 
vantage, of others; and even among thefe, I 
(hall only reckon into their Lives that Part of 
their Time which has been fpent in the Manner 
above-mentioned. By thefe Means, I am a- 
fraid, we (hall find the longed Lives not to con- 
lift of many Months, and the greateft Part of 
the Earth to be quite unpeopled. According to 
this Syftem we may obferve, that fome Men 
are born at Twenty Years of Age, fome at Thir- 
ty, fome at Threefcore, and fome not above 
an Hour before they die 5 nay, we may of> 
ferve Multitudes that die without ever being 
born, as well as many dead Perfons that fill up 
the Bulk of Mankind, and make a better Figure 
in the Eyes of the Ignorant, than thofe who are 
alive, and in their proper and full Stare of 
Health. However, fince there may be many 
good Subjects, that pay their Taxes, and live 
peaceably in their Habitations, who are not y«f 
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bora , or have departed this Life fevera! Yean 
fince, my Defign is, to encourage both to join 
themfelves as foonas poffible to the Number of 
the Living : For as I invite the former to break 
forth into Being, and become good for fome- 
thtng 5 fo I allow the latter a State of Refuf- 
citation 5 which I chiefly mention for the Sake 
of a Perfon, who has lately publifhed an Ad- 
vcrtifement, with feveral fcurrilous Terms in 
it, that do by no Means become a dead Man 
Co give. It is my departed Friend John Par- 
tridge , who concludes the Advertifement of 
bis next Year's Almanack with the following 
Note: 

Whereas it has hem induftriovflj given out fy 
Bickerflaff Efp and others, to prevent the Sale of 
this Tear's Almanack.-, that John Partridge is 
Dead t Thif may inform aU his loving Country-men, 
That he *■ jlill Living, in Health, and they are

From my own Apartment, November 18.

HAving fwept away prodigious Multitudes in 
ray laft Paper, and brought a great Deftru- 
flion upon my own Species, I mull endeavour in 
this to raife frefiY Recruits, and, if poflible,. to 
fuppfy the Places of the Unborn and the Decea- 
fed. It is faid of Xerxes, That when he flood 
upon a Hill, and faw the whole Country round 
him covered with his Army , he burft out in 
Tears, fo think that not one of that Multitude

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would be alive a Hundred Years after. For my 
Part, when I take a Survey of this populous 
City, I can fcarce forbear weeping, to fee how 
few of its Inhabitants are now living. It was 
with this Thought that I drew up my laft Bill 
of Mortality , and endeavoured to fet out in it 
the great Number of Perfons who have perifhed 
by a Diftemper (commonly known by the 
Name of Idlenefs) which has long raged in 
the World, and deftroys more in every great 
Town than the Plague has done at D*nt%ick.

Place very much favoured his Meditations. As 
he was muling on his prefent Condition, and 
very much perplexed in himfelf on the State of 
life he (hould chufe, he faw Two Women of a 
larger Stature than ordinary approaching to- 
wards him. One of them had a very noble Air, 
and graceful Deportment $ her Beauty was na- 
tural 
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tural and eafy, her Perfon dean and unfpotted, 
her Eyes caft towards the Ground with an agree- 
able ReTenre, her Motion and Behaviour full of 
Modefty, and her Raiment as white as Snow. 
The other had a great deal of Health and Flo- 
ridnefs in her Countenance, which (he had 
helped with an artificial White and Red, and ' 
endeavoured to appear more graceful than or- 
dinary in her Mien, by a Mixture of Affectation 
in all her Geftures. She had a wonderful Confi- 
dence and Afiurance in her Looks, and all the 
Variety of Colours in her Drefs that fhe thought 
were the molt proper to (how her Complexion 
to an Advantage.

Hercttles hearing the Lady tafk afterthis Man- 
ner, defired to know her Name $ to which flic 
anfwered, My Friends, and rhofe who are well 
acquainted with me, calf roe Hjppweji $ but my 
Enemies, and thofe who would injure my Re- 
putation, have giverr me the Name of PZe*- 
fire. 

By this Time the other Lady was come up, 
who addrefled her felf to the young Hero in ar 
very different Manner. 

Hercules (fays (he) I offer my felf to you, 
becaufe I know you are defcended from ther 
Gods, and give Proofs of that Defcent by your 
Love to Virtue, and Application to the Studies 
proper for your Age.

As for me, I am the Friend of Cods and of 
good Men, an agreeable Companion to the Ar» 
tizan, an Hcufhold Guardian" to the fathers of 
Families, a Patron add Protector of Servants, 
an AfTociate in all true and generous Friendships, 
The Banquets of my Votaries are never coftly, 
but always delicious i for none eat or drink at 
them who are not invited by Hunger and Thirft* 
Their Slumbers are found, and their Wakings 
chearful. My young Men have the Pleafure of 
hearing themfelves praifed by thole who are in 
Yean 5 and thofe who are in Years, of being ho- 
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nour'd by tbofe who are young. la a Word, 
my Followers are favour'd by the Gods, belo- 
ved by their Acquaintance, efteemed by their 
Country, and (after the Clofe of their Labours) 
honoured by Pofterity. 

We know by the Life of this memorable 
Hero, to which of thefe Two Ladies be gave up 
his Heart 5 and I believe, every one who reads 
this, will do him the juftice to approve his 
Choice. 

I very much admire the Speeches of thefe La- 
dies, as containing in them the chief Argu- 
ments for a Life of Virtue, or a Life of Pleafure, 
that could enter into the Thoughts of an Hea- 
then; but am particularly pleated with the dif- 
ferent Figures he gives the Two Goddefles.

He was at that 
Time pnc of thofe Country Salvages who de- 
fpife the Softnefs they meet in Town and Court, 
and profefiedly fhow their Strength and Rough- 
nefs in every Motion arid. Gefture, in Scorn of 
our Bowing and Cringing. He was at his firft 
Appearance very remarkable for that Piece of 
good Breeding peculiar tcyiatural Britons, to 
wit. Defiance, and mowed every one he met 
he was as good a Man as he. But in the Midft. 
of all this Fiercenefs, he would fometimes at- 
tend the Difcourfe of a Man of Senfe, and look 
at the Charms of a Beauty with his Eyes and 
Mouth open.

Our Paffions 
and Inclinations come over next ; and our Rea- 
fon furrenders it ftlf with Pleafure in the End, 
Thus the whole Soul is infeaGbly betrayed into 
Morality, by bribing the Fancy with beautiful 
and agreeable Images of thoie very Things, 
that in the Books of the Philofopbers appeal 
aufiere, and have at the heft but a kind of for- 
bidden Afpedt. In a Word, the Poets do, as 
it were, ftrew the rough Paths of Vertuefo full 
of Flowers, that we are not fenfible of the Un- d 
ealinefs of them, and imagine our felves in the 
Midlt of Pleafures, and the molt bewitching 
Allurements, at the Time we are making a Pro- 
grefs in the fevered Duties of Life. 

All then agree, that licentious Poemsdoof all 
Writings foooeft corrupt the Heart : And why 
mould we not be as univerfally perfwaded, that 
the grave and ferious Performances of fiich as 
write in the molt engaging manner, by a kind 
of divine Irnpulfe, muft be the molt effectual \ 
Perfwafives to Goodnefs ) If therefore I were 
bleued with a Son in order to the forming of 
his Manners (which is making him truly my 
Son ), I (hoald be continually putting into his 
Hand fome fine Poet The graceful Sentences, 
and the manly Sentiments fo frequently to bo 
met with in every great and fublime Writer, 
are, in my Judgment, the moll ornamental and 
valuable Furniture that can be forayoung Gentle? 
man's Head; methinks they (hew like fo much 
rich Embroidery upon the Brain. Let me add 
to this, That Humanity and Tcndernefs (with- 
out 
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out which there can be no true Greatnefs in the 
Mind ) are infpired by the Mofcs in fuch pathe- 
tical Language, that all we find in Profe-Autbors 
towards the raifing and improving of thefe Paf- 
fions, is in Comparifon but cold* or luke-warm 
at the beft. There is betides a certain Elevation 
of Soul, a fedate Magnanimity, and a noble 
Turaof Virtue, thatdiftinguifoes the Hero from 
the plain, honeft Man, to which Verfe can 
only raife us. The bold Metaphors and found- 
ing Numbers, peculiar to the Poets, rouze up 
all our Peeping Faculties, and alarm the whole 
Powers of the Soul, much like that excellent 
Trumpeter mentioned by Virgil : 

— — §jto non prtjiantur alter 

JHre ciere Virot t Marttmcpie accendere Cant*. 

I fell into this Train of Thinking this Even- 
ing upon reading a paflage in a Mask writ by 
Milton , where two Brothers are introduced 
feeking after their Sifter, whom they had 
loft in a dark Night and thick Wood. One of 
the Brothers is apprehenfive, left the wandering 
Virgin mould be overpowered with Fears thro* 
the Darknefs and Lonelinefs of the Time and 
Place. This gives the other OccaGon to make 
the following Reflexions, which, as I read- 
them, made me forget my Age, and renewed 
in me the warm Defires after Virtue, fo natu- 
ral to uncorrupted Youth.

I Have been this Evening reeollefting what 
Paflages (fince I could firft think) have left 
the (Irongeft Impreifions upon my Mind 5 and 
after drift Enquiry, I am convinced, that the 
Jmpulfes I have received from Theatrical Repre- 
fentations, have had a greater Effect, than o- 
therwife would have been wrought in me by the 
Jittle pepujrenpes of my private Life. My- old 
Friends, 
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Friends, Hmt and Mohrn t, the one by bis na- 
tural and proper Force, the other by his great 
Skill and Art ; never failed to fend me Home 
full of fuch Idea's as affe&ed my Behaviour, 
and made me infenfibjy more courteous and hu- 
mane to my Friends and Acquaintance. It is 
not the Bunnefs of a good Play to make every 
Man an Hero 5 but it certainly gives him a 
livelier Senfe of Virtue and Merit than be had 
when he entered the Theatre. 

This rational Fleafure (as I always call it) 
has for many Years been very little tatted : But 
I am glad to find, that the true Spirit of it is re- 
viving again amongft us, by a due Regard to 
what is prefented, and by fupportingonly one 
Playboufe. It has been within the Obfcrvation 
of the youngeft amongft us, That while there 
were Two Houfes, they did not outvie each o- 
ther by fuch Reprefentations as tended to the 
Instruction and Ornament of Lire, but by in- 
troducing Mimical Dances, and fulfom Buftbon- 
ries. For when an excellent Tragedy was to 
be a&ed in one Houfe, the Ladder-Dancer car- 
ried the whole Town to the other : And indeed 
fuch an Evil as this, muft be the natural Con- 
fequence of Two Theatres, as certainly as that 
there are more who can fee than can think. 
Every one is fenfible of the Danger of the Fellow 
on the Ladder, and can fee his Activity - in 
coming down fare 5 but very few are judges 
of the Diftrefs of an Hero in a Play, or of his 
Manner of Behaviour in thofe Circumftances. 
Thus, to pleafe the People, Two Houfes muft 
entertain them with what they can underftand, 

and 
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and not with Things which are deGgned to 
improve their Undemanding: And the readied; 
Way to gain good Audiences, rnuft be to offer 
fuch Things as are mod relifljed by the Crowd >, 
Chat is to fay, imtnodeft Action, empty Show, 
or impertinent Activity. In fbort. Two Hou- 
fes cannot hope to fublift, but by Means which 
are contradictory to the very Inditution of * 
Theatre in a well-governed Kingdom. 

I have ever had the Senfe of the Thing, and: 
for that Reafon have rejoiced that my ancient 
coeval Friend of Drmy-Loa, tho' he had fold-' 
.off mod of bis Moveables, Sill kept Pofleuwn.' 
of his Palace , and trembled for htm when be' 
had lately like to have been taken by a Strata- • 
gem. There have for many Ages been a cer- 
tain Learned fort of Unlearned Men in this Na- 
tion called Attorhies, who have taken upon 
them to folve all Difficulties by increafing them, 
and are called upon to the Affiftance of all who 
are lazy, or weak of Underdanding. The In- 
folence of a Ruler of this Place made him relign 
the Pofleffion of it to the Management of my 
above-mentioned Friend Divito. Divito was too 
Moded to know when to refign it, till he bad 
the Opinion and Sentence of the Law for his 
Removal. Both thefe in Length of Time were 
obtained againd him : But as the great Arcbi- 
medet defended Syranfi with fo powerful En- 
gines, that if he threw a Rope or Piece of Wood 
over the Wall, the Enemy fled ; fo Divito had 
wounded all Adverfaries with, lb 'much Skill, 
that Men feared even to be in the Right againd 
him. For this Reafon, the lawful Ruler 

fets 
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ftts np an Attorney to expel an Attorney, and 
rhofe a Name dreadful to the Stage, who only 
feemed able to beat Divito out of his Intrench* 
merits. 

On the and Inftant, a Night of publick Re^ 
joycing, the Enetnies of Divito made a Largefit 
to the People of Faggots, Tubs, and other 
Combuftible Matter, which was erecled into a 
Bonfire before the Palace. Plentiful Cans were* 
at the fame Time diftributed among the Depen- 
dences of that Principality ; and the artful 
Rival of Divito observing them prepared for 
Enterprize, prefented the lawful Owner of the 
neighbouring Edifice, and (howed his Deputa- 
tion under him. War immediately enfued upon 
the peaceful Empire of Wit and the Mules $ 
the Goths and Vaaddh farking Rome, did not 
threaten a more barbarous Devaftation of Arts 
and Sciences.

We ore loth to drive tins Mater 4ny further ; the' 
we tremble at theConfeauences of it ; For if it fball 
be left to evert dead Alan's Discretion not to be bu- 
ried tiB ho fits bos Time, no Mm con Jay where 
that will end $ but thus much we will tube upon no 
to affirm, That fuch a Toleration will be intol- 
lerable. 

What would make us eafj in this Matter, is no 
more but that your Worfbfo would be pleajed to ijfue 
out your Orders to ditto Dead to repair forthwith to 
our Office, in order to their Internment, where com*

I Was laft Week taking a folitary Walk in 
the Garden of lincolm-Inn, (a Favour that 
is indulged me by feveral of the Benchers who 
are ray intimate Friends, and grown old with 
me in this Neighbourhood) when, according 
to the Nature of Men in Years, who have made 
but little Progrefs in the Advancement of their 
Fortune or their Fame. I was repining at the

niors, and indeed at the unequal Diftributron 
of Wealth, Honour, and all other Bldlings of 
Life.

Methoughts I faw the farrie Aiure Sky diver'j 
flfled with the farrie glorious Luminaries which 
had entertained trie a little before 1 fell afleep* 
1 was looking very attentively on that Sigh in 
the Heavens which is called by the Name of the: 
BaBiitce, when on a fudden there appeared in 
it an extraordinary Light, as if the Sun (Mould 
rife at Midnight. By its increafing in Breadth 
and Lufrre, 1 foon found that it approached to* ' 
wards the ESrtH ; arid at length could dilcerr) 
fomething like a Shadow hovering iri the Midft 
of a great Glory, which in a little Time after I 
diftlnSly perceived to be the Figure of a Wo* 
Man. I fancied at firft it might Have been the! 
Angel, or Intelligence that guided the Gonflel- 
lation from which it defcended ; but upofl A 
Hearer View, I faw about hef all the Emblems 
with which the Goddefs of juftice is ufually 
defcflb'd. Her Countenance was unfpeakably 
awful 4nd roajeffick, but exqoifitely beautiful 
to' thofc whofe EyeS were ftfong enough to be* 
hold it 5 her Smiles tfanfported with Rapture, 
her Frowns terrified to Befpair. She held iri 
her Hand a Mirror, endowed with the. fame 
Qualities as that which the Painter* pile into 
the Hand of Tmlb. 

There lrredrried from it i tight, which dn 
ftinguiflied it felf from all the Splendors that 
furroutlded her, chore than a Flalh of Lightning 
(hints iri the Midff of Day-light. At fbt men 
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vcd it in her Hand, it brightened the Heaven*, 
jthe Air, or the Earth. When (he had defen- 
ded fo low as to be feen and heard by Mor- 
tals, to make the Pomp of her Appearance 
more fuppor table, (he threw Darknefs and 
Clouds aoout her, that tempered the Light in- 
to a Thoufand beautiful Shades and Colours, 
and multiplied that Luftre, which was before 
too ftrong and dazlimg, into a Variety of 
milder Glories. 

In the mean Time the World was in an A- 
lartn, and all the Inhabitants of it gathered to- 
gether upon i fpacious Plain i fo that I teemed 
to hive the whole Species before my Eyes. A 
Voice was heard from the Clouds, declaring 
the Intention of this Vifit, which was, to re- 
ftore and appropriate to every one living what 
was bis Due. The Fear and Hope, Joy and 
Sorrow, which appeared, in that great Afiero- 
bly after this folemn Declaration, are not to 
be exprefs'd- The firft Edict was then pro- 
nounced, That all Titles and Claims to Riches and 
Efiates, or to my Part of *em, Jbould he immedi- 
ately vefied in the rightful Owner.

The next Command was, for the whole Bo- 
dy of Mankind to fcparate themfelves -into 
(heir proper Families; which was no (boner 
. ■ . ■■■ A a a cfona 
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done, bat an Edict was iffiied out, requiring 
all Children to repair to tbeir True end Natvrof 
Fttieri. This put a great Part of the AfTcm- 
bly in Motion 5 for as the Mirror was moved 
over them, it infpired every one with fuch a 
natural Inftinct, as directed them to their real 
Parents. It was a very melancholy Spectacle 
to fee the Fathers of very large Families become 
Childlefs, and Batchelors undone by a Charge 
pf Sons and Daughters. You might fee a Pre? 
fumptive Heir of a great Eftate ask Blefling of 
bis Coachman, and a celebrated Toaft paying 
tier Duty to a Valet de Cbambre. Many under 
Vows of Celibacy appeared furrounded with a 
numerous Ifliie. This Change of Parentage 
would have caufed great Lamentation, but 
that the Calamity was pretty common ; and 
that generally thofe who loft their Children, 
bad the Satisfaction of feeing, them put into 
the Hands of their deareft Friends. Men were 
'no (boner fettled in their Right to their Pof- 
feffions and tbeir Progeny, but there was a 
Third Order proclaimed, That tU the Polls of 
JXgnity and Honour in the TJnwerfe jhottld be con- 
ferred on Perjbat of the greatest Merit, AoUitiu 
and Perfetfiott. The Handfome, the Strong, and 
the Wealthy, immediately prefled forward; 
but not being able to bear the Splendor of the 
Mirror which played upon tbeir Faces, they 
immediately fell back among the Crowd : But 
as the Goddefs tried the Multitude by her Glafs, 
as the Eagle does its young Ones by the Luftre 
pf the Sun, it was remarkable, that every one 
fur nejd away hij Face, from it who. had not c!i, 
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ftinguilfacd himfelf either by Virtue, Knowledge 
or Capacity in Bufinefs, either Military or Ci- 
vil. This Select Aflembly was drawn up in 
the Centre of a prodigious Multitude, which 
was diftufed on all Sides, and flood observing 
them, as idle People ufe to gather about a Re- 
giment that are exerciling their Arms.

When this was over, there re- 
mained many Places of Truft and Profit unfil- 
led, for which there were frefb Draughts made- 
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out of the furrounding Multitude, who had 
any Appearance of theie Excellencies, or were 
recommended by thofe who pollened them in 
Reality. 

All were furprifed to fee fo many new Facet 
In the moft eminent Dignities $ and for my own 
Part, I Was very well pleafed to fee that aH 
my Friends either keep their prefent Pofts, or 
were advanced to higher. 

Having filled my Paper with thofe Particu- 
lars of my Vifion which concern the Male Pant 
of Mankind, I mud referve for another Occav 
fion the Sequel of it, which relates to the Fab-

Thefe Mifcre- 
ants are a Set of Wretches we Authors call 
Pirate*, who print any Book, Poem, or Ser- 
aoon, as foon as it appears m the World, in 
a Gnaller Volume, and fell it (as all other 
Thieves do ftolen Goods) at a cheaper Rate. I 
was in my Rage calling them Rafcals, Plunde- 
rers, Robbers, Highway-men— r- But they ac- 
knowledge all that, and are pleated with thole, 
as well as any other Titles ; nay, will print 
them themfelves to turn the Penny. 

1 am extremely at a Lofs how to aft againft 
fuch open Enemies, who have not Shame 
enough to be touched with our Reproaches, 
and arc as well defended againft what we can 
fay, as what we can da Railing therefore we 
tnuft turn into Complaint, which I cannot for- 
bear making, when I confider that all the La- 
bours of ray long Life may be disappointed 
by the firft Man that pleafes to rob me. I had 
flattered my felf, that my Stock of Learning 
was worth 150 /. per Arnnim, which would very 
fcandfomely maintain me and my little Family, 
who are (o happy or fo wile as to want only 
Neceffaries. Before Men had come up to his 
bare faced Impudence, it was an Eltate to have 
a Competency of Underltanding. 

An ingenious Drole, who is Once dead, (and 

indeed it is well for him he is fo, for he malt 

have ftarved had be lived to this Day)ufed to give 

KK an Accounj of his good Husbandry in the 

Manage. 
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Management of bis Learning, He was a gene- 
ral Dealer, and had his Amufcments as well 
comical as ferious. The merry Rogue faid, 
when he wanted a Dinner, he writ a Para- 
graph of Table-Talk* and his Bookfellcr upon 
Sight paid the Reckoning. He was a very good 
Judge of what would pleafe the People , an4 
could aptly hit both the Genius of his Readers, 
and the Seafon of the Year in his Writings. 
His Brain, which was his Eftate, had as regular 
and different Produce as other Men's Land. 
From the Beginning of November till the Open- 
ing of the Campagne, he writ Pamphlets and 
Letters to Members of Parliament, or Friends 
in the Country : But fometimes he would re- 
lieve his ordinary Readers with a Mqrder, and 
lived comfortably a Week or Two upon firangp 
and lamentable Accidents. A little before thf 
Armies took the Field, his Way was to open 
your Attention with a Prodigy 5 and a Moo- 
Iter well writ, was two Guinea's the loweft 
Price. This prapared his Readers for bh Great 
and Bloody News from Flanders mjune and July. 
Voor. Tom I He Is gone — But I obferved, be 
always looked well after a Battle, and was ap- 
parently fatter in a fighting Year. Had this bo- 
ncft carelefs Fellow lived till now, Famine had 
(tared him in the Face, and interrupted his 
Merriment t, as it muft be a folid AfHiftion to 
all thofe whofe Pen is their Portion. 

As for my Part, I do not fpeak wholly for 
my own Sake in this Point $ for Palmifhy and 
Aerology will bring me in greater Gains than 
jhe% my papers j fo that { am only In the 
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Condition of a Lawyer, who leaves ihe Bar for 
Chamber-Practice. However, 1 may be allowed 
to fpeak in the Caufe of Learning it felt, and 
lament, that a liberal Education is the only one 
which a polite Nation makes unprofitable. All 
Mechanics: Artizans are allowed to reap the Frnit 
of their Invention and Ingenuity without Inva- 
sion 3 bat he that has feparated himfelf from 
the reft of Mankind, and ftudied the Wonders 
of the Creation, the Government of his Paf- 
fions, and the Revolutions of the World, and 
bas an Ambition to communicate the Effect of 
half his Life fpent in fuch noble Enquiries, bas 
no Property in what he is willing to produce, 
but is expofed to Robbery and Want, with 
this melancholy and juft Reflexion, That he 
is the only Man who is not protected by his 
Country, at the fame Time that be belt de- 
ferves it. 

According to the ordinary Rules of Compu- 
tation, the greater the Adventure is, the greater 
ought to be the Profit of thofe who fucceed in 
it ; and by this Meafure, none have Pretence of 
turning their Labours to greater Advantage than 
Perfons brought up to Letters. A learned Edu- 
cation, Faffing through great Schools and Uni- 
verfities, is very expensive, and confumes a mo- 
derate Fortune, before it is gone through in its 
proper Forms. The Purchafe of an handfome 
Cbmmiffion or Employment, which would give 
a Man a good Figure in another Kind of Life, is 
to be made at a much cheaper Rate. Now; if 
we confider this expeniive Voyage which is un- 
dertaken in the Search of Knowledge, and bov 
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few there are who rake in any confutable Mer- 
cbandife, bow Ids frequent it is to be able to 
turn what Men have gained into Profit ? How 
hard is it, that the very Tmall Number who are 
diftinguHhed with Abilities to know how to 
vend their Wares, and have the good Fortune 
to bring them into Port, fhould fuffer being plun- 
dered by Privateers under the-very Cannon that 
fbould protect them') The molt eminent and 
ufeful Author of the Age we live in, after ha- 
ving laid out a Princely Revenue in Works of 
Charity and Beneficence, as became the Great- 
nefs of bis Mind, and the Sanctity of bis Cha- 
racter, would have left the Perfon in the World 
who was the deareft to him in a narrow Condi- 
tion, had not the Sale of his immortal Writings 
brought her in a very conflderable Dowry? tho' 
it was impoffible for it to be equal to their Value. 
Every one will know, that I here mean the Works 
of the late Archbilbop of Ctutcrburj, the Copy of 
Which was fold for 2500 /. 

I do not fpeak with Relation to any Party 5 
but it has happened, and may often fo happen, 
that Men of great Learning and Virtue cannot 
qualify themfelves for being employed in Bufi- 
nefs, or receiving Preferments. In this Cafe, 
you cut them off from all Support, if you take 
from them the Benefit that may arife from their 
Writings. For my own Part, I have brought 
my felf to confider Things in fo unprejudiced a 
manner, that I efteem more a- Man who can 
live by the Products of his Underftanding, than 
One who does it by the Favour of Great Men. 

Th« 
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The Zeal of an Author has tranfported mS 
thus far, tho" I think my felf as much concerned 
in the Capacity of a Reader. If this Practice 
goes on, we muff never exped to fee again at 
beautiful Edition of a Book in Great Britain. 

We have already feen the Memoirs of Sir WU~ 
Ham Temple pubfimed in the fame Character and 
Volume with the Hiftory of Tom Thumb, and 
the Works of our greateft Poets fhrunk into 
Penny Books arid Garlands. For my own Part, 
I expect to fee my Lucubrations printed on* 
Browner Paper than they are at prefent ; and, 
if the Humour continues, muff be forced to re- 
trench my expenfive Way of Living, and not 
fmoke above Two Pipes a Day.

In fhort, the moft accomplifhed 
( taking i n the whole Circle of Female Perfections) 
were the moft beautiful -; and the moft defective, 
the moft deformed. The Godded fo varied the 
Motion of the Glafs, and placed it in fo many 
different Lights, that each bad an Opportunity 
of feeing her felf in it. 

It is impoffible to defcribe the Rage, the Plea- 
lure, or Aftonifhment, that appeared in each 
Face upon its Reprefentation in the Mirror: 
Multitudes ftarted at their own Form, and would 
have broke the Glafs if they could have reached 
it. Many faw then* Blooming Features wither 
as they looked upon them, and their Self-Admi- 
ration'turned into a Loathing and Abhorrence. 
The Lady who was thought fo agreeable in her 
Anger, and was fo often celebrated for a Wo- 
man of Fire and Spirit, was frighted at her own 
Image, and fancied fhe faw aFury in the Glafs.

I was very much troubled 
in my own Heart, to fee fuch a Deftruction of 
fine Faces s, but at the fame Time had the Plea- 
fure of feeing feveral improved, which 1 had 
before looked upon as the greateft Mafter-picces 
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of Nature. I obrerved, that fotrte Few were fo 
humble as to be furprifed at their own Charms $ 
and that many a one, who had lived in the Re- 
tirement and Severity of a Veftal, (hined forth 
in all the Graces and Attractions of a Syren. I 
was raviflied at the Sight of a particular Image 
in the Mirror, which I think the raoft beautiful 
Object that my Eyes ever beheld. There was 
fomething more than Humane in her Counte- 
nance : Her Eyes were fo full of Light, that they 
feemed to beautify every Thing they looked up- 
on.

This Detachment was afterwards divided in- 
to three Bodies, confining of Maids, Wives, and 
Widows $ the Wives being placed in the Middle, 
with the Maids on the Right, and Widows on 
the Left ; though it was with Difficulty that 
thefe two laft Bodies were hindered from falling 
into, the Centre. This Separation of thofe, who 
liked their real fclves, not having leflened the 
Number of the main Body fo confiderably as it 
might have been wifhed, theGoddefs, after ha- 
ving drawn up her Mirror, thought fit to make 
new Diftin&ions among thofe who did not like 
the Figure which they faw in it.

?:rceived foe had loft the Command of her 
ongue. This Calamity fell very heavy upon 
that Part of Women wlio are diftinguifhed by 
the Name of Prudes, a Courtly Word for Fe- 
male Hypocrites, who have a (hort Way to 
being virtuous, by mowing that others are vici- 
ous. The Second Sentence was then pronoun- 
ced againft the loofe Part of the Sex, That all 
fhould immediately be pregnant, who in any 
Part of their Lives had ran the Hazard of it. 
This produced a very goodly Appearance, and 
revealed fo many Mifcondu&s, that made thofe 
who were lately ftruck dumb, repine more than 
ever at their Want of Utterance $ though at the 
fame Time ( as Afflictions leldom come fingle) 
many of the Mutes were alfo feized with this 
new Calamity. The Ladies were now in fuch 
a Condition, that they would have wanted 
Room, had not the Plain been large enough to 
let them divide their Ground, and extend their 
Lines on all Sides. It was a fenfible Affliction 
to me, to fee fuch a Multitude of Fair Ones either 
dumb or big-bellied : ButI was fomething more 
at Eafe, when I found that they agreed uponle- 
veral Regulations to cover fuch Misfortunes.

THcre is nothing gives a Man greater Satis- 
faction, than the ienfe of having difpatch- 
ed a great deal of Bufinefs, efpecially when it 
turns to the Publick Emolument. I have much 
PJeafure of this Kind upon my Spirits at prefent, 
occafioned by the Fatigue of Affairs which I 
went through laft Saturday. It is fome Time 
6nce I fet apart that Day for examining thePre- 
tenfions of feveral who had applied to me, for 
Canes, PerfpecTive-GIaffes, Snuff-Boxes, Orange- 
Flower- Waters, and the like Ornaments of Life. 
In order to adjuft this Matter, I had before di- 
re&ed Charles Lillie of Beau ford- Buildings to pre- 
pare a great Bundle of Blank Licences in the 
following Words : 

To* are hereby required to permit the Bearer of this 
Cane to pafs and repafi through the Streets and Suburbs 
of London, or any Place within Ten Miles of it,

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The fame Form, differing only in theProvI- 
fo*s, will ferve for a PerfpecVivc, Snuff-Bor, or 
perfumed Handkerchief. I had placed my felf in 
my Elbow-Chair at the upper End of mygreat 
Parlour, having ordered Charles Little to take his . 
Place upon z Joint-Stool with a Writing-Desk 
before him. John Morphea* alfo took his Station 
at the Door; 1 having, for his good and faithful 
Services, appointed him my Chamber-Keeper 
upon Court-Days. He let me know, That there 
were a great Number attending without. Upon 
which, I ordered him to give Notice, That I did 
not intend to fit upon Snuff-Boxes that Day $ but . 
that thofe who appeared for Canes might enter. 
The firft prefented me with the following Peti- 
tion, which I ordered Mr. JJttk to read.

Upon the hearing of his Cafe, I was touched 

1 with fome Companion, and the more fo, when 

upon obferving him nearer I found he was a Prig. 

I Did him produce his Cane in Court, which he 

had left at the Door. He did fo, and I finding 

It to be very curioufly clouded, with a tranfpa- 

rertt Amber Head, and a blue Ribbon to hang 

Upon hisWrift, I immediately ordered my Clerk 

I ».~ Lillie to lay it up, and deliver out to him a plain 

• *# Joint headed with Walnut 5 and then, in order 

tb wean him from it by Degrees, permitted him 

to wear it Three Days in the Week, and to a- 

bate proportionably till he found himfelf abltto 

go alone. 

The Second who appeared, came limping into 
the Court : And fetting forth in his Petition 
many Pretences for the Ufe of a Cane, I caufed 
them to be examined one by one; but finding 
him in different Stories, and confronting him 
with feveral Witnefles who had feen him wait 
upright, I ordered Mr. Lillie to take in his Cane, 
and rejected his Petition as frivolous.

very ferioufiy, Mr. Bickprjlaff, you quite miftake 
your Man; it is the Joy, thePleafure, the Em- 
ployment, of my Life, to frequent publick AC- 
femblies, and gaze upon the Fair. In a Word, 
I found his life of a Glafs was occafion'd by no 
other Infirmity but his Vanity, and was not fo 
much defign'd to make him fee, as to make him 
be feen ana diftinguifh'd by, others. 1 therefore 
refufed him a Licence for a PerfpecVive, bnt al- 
lowed him a Pair of Spectacles, with full Per- 
tniflion to ufe them in any publick Aflembly as 
he (hould think fit. He was followed by fo very 

few 
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few of this Order of Men, that X have Reafon 
to hope this Sort of Cheats are almoft at an . 
End. 

The Orange-Flower- Men appeared next with 
Petitions, perfumed fo ftrongly with Musk, that 
I was almoft overcome with the Scent $ and for 
my own Sake, was obliged forthwith to Hcenfe 
their Handkerchiefs, efpecially when I found 
they had fweetened them at Cbtrks LiBits, and 
that fome of their Perfons would not be alto- 
gether inoffenfive without them. John Morpbew y

I was a 
young Man, I remember a Gentleman of great 
integrity and Worth was very remarkable for 
wearing a broad Belt, and an Hanger inftead of 
a fathionable Sword, though in all other Points 
a very well-bred Man. 1 fufpefted him at firft 
Sight to have fomething wrong in him, but was 
not able for a long while to difcover any colla- 
teral Proofs of it. I watched him narrowly for 
Six and Thirty Years, when at laft, to theSur* 
prize of every Body but my felf, who had long 
expected to fee the Folly break out, he married 
his own Cook-Maid.

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little pleafed to fee her enter the Room with 
a decent and Matron-like Behaviour, which I 
thought very much became her.

a Paffion for you, and is of lb equal and reafon- 
able a Temper as TrattquiBiu. Endeavour to 

Eleafe* and you muft pleafe 5 be always in the 
tme Difpofition as you are when you ask for 
this Secret, and, you may take my Word * you 
will never want it. An inviolable Fidelity, good 
Humour, and Complacency of Temper, out-live 
all the Charms of a fine Face, and make the 
Decays of it invifible. 

We difcourfed very long upon this HeacI, 
which was equally agreeable to us both 5 for I 
muft confefs, (as I tenderly love her)' I take as 
much Pleafure in giving her Inftruftions for her 
Welfare, as (he her felf does in receiving them. 
I proceeded therefore to inculcate thete Senti- 
ments, by relating a very particular Paflage that 
happened within my own Knowledge.

It filled the whole Company with a deep 
Melancholy, to compare the Defcription of the 
Letter with the Perfon that occafioned it, who 
was now reduced to a few crumbling Bones, 
and a little mouldring Heap of Earth. With 
much ado I deciphered another Letter, which 
begun with, My dear, dear Wife. This gave me 
a Curi«y to fee how the Style of one written 
in ^Mpge differed from one written in Court- 
(hij^^To my Surprize, I found the Fondnefs 
rather augmented than leflened, though thePa- 
negyrick turned upon a different Accomplith- 
oient.

It happened that the Daughter of thefe'Two 
excellent Perfons was by when \ was reading 
tbisLetter. AttheSightoftheCoffin, inwhicii 
was the Body of her Mother, near that of her 
Father, (he melted into a FIool of Tears. As I 
had heard a great Character of her Virtue, and 
obferved in her this Inftance of Filial Piety, I 
could not rqfift my natural Inclination of giving 
Advice to young People, and therefore addrefled 
my felf'to her: YoungLady (faid I), you fee 
bow (hort is the Pofleffion of that Beauty in 
which Nature has been fo liberal to you.

As long as you do this, 
you do but indulge your Diftemper. 

I mult not difmifs you without further In- 
ltruaions. If poffible, transfer your Paffion 
from the Woman you are now in Love with, 
to another 5 or if you cannot do that, change 
the Paffion it (elf into fome other Paffion ; that 
is, to fpeak more plainly, find out fome other 
agreeable Woman : Or if you can't do this, 
grow covetous, ambitious, litigious ; turn your 
Love. of Woman into that of Profit, Prefer* 
ment, Reputation 5 and for a Time, give up 
your felf intirely to the Purfuit. 

This is a Method we fometimes take in Phy* 
fide, when we turn a defperate Difeafe into one 
we can more eafily cure.

Men of elegant and noble Minds, are mocked 
at feeing the Characters of Perfons who deferve 
Efteem for their Virtue, Knowledge, or Servi- 
ces to their Country, placed in wrong Lights, 
and by Mifreprefentation made the Subject 
of Buftbonry. Such a nice Abhorrence is not 
indeed to be found among tbe Vulgar; but me- 
thinks it is wonderful, that thefe who have no- 
thing but the outward Figure to diftinguiih them 
as Men, fhould delight in feeing it abufcd, vh 
Jifcd, and d»f|«c?4,

I mud confefs, there is nothing that mote 
pleafes me, in all that I read in Books, or fee 
among Mankind, than fuch Paflages as repre- 
fent humane Nature in its proper Dignity. As 
Man is a Creature made up of different Ex- 
tremes, he has fomething in him very great and 
very mean : A skilful Artift may draw an ex- 
cellent Pi&ure of him in either of thefe Views. 
The fineft Authors of Antiquity have taken him 
on the more advantagious Side. They cultivate 
the natural Grandeur of the Soul, ratfe in her a 
generous Ambition, feed her with Hopes of Im- 
mortality and Perfection, and do all they can 
to widen the Partition between the Virtuous and 
the Vicious , by making the Difference betwixt 
them as great as between Gods and Brutes. In 
fhort, it is impottible to read a Page in P/«fo, 
7ulfy y and a Thoufand other ancient Moralifts, 
without being a greater and a better Man for it. 
On the contrary, I could never read any of our 
moduli French Authors, or thofe of our own 
Country, who are the Imitators and Admirers 
of that trifling Nation, without being for fome 
Time out of Humour with my felf, and atevery 
Thing about me. Their Bufinefs is , to depre* 
ciate humane Nature, and confider it under its 
worft Appearances. They give mean Interpre- 
tations and bafe Motives to the worth ieft Actions i 
They refolve Virtue and Vice into Conftitution. 
In fhort, they endeavour to make no Diftinch'oft 
between Man and Man, or between the Species 
of Men and that of Brutes. As an Inftance of 
this kind of Authors, among many others, let 
any one examine the celebrated Rachefaucauh^ 

Who 
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who is the great Philofopher for adminiftrinz 
of Confolation to the Idle, the Envious, anc? 
worthlefs Part of Mankind. 

I remember a young Gentleman of moderate 
Underftanding, but great Vivacity, who by dip- 
ping into many Authors of this Nature, had got 
a little Smattering of Knowledge, juft enough to 
make an Atheift or a Free-thinker, but not a 
Philofopher or a Manor* Senfe. With thefe Ac- 
compli (hments, he went to vifit his Father in the 
Country, who was a plain rough, hone ft Man, 
and wife, though not learned. The Son, who 
took all Opportunities to fcow his Learning, be- 
gan to eftablifh a new Religion in the Family, 
and to enlarge tfie Narrownefs of their Coun- 
try Notions 5 in which he fucceeded fo well, 
that he had feduced the Butler by his Table-Talk, 
and ftaggered his eldeft Sifter. The old Gentle- 
man began to be alarmed at the Schffms that 
arofe among his Children, but did not yet be- 
lieve his Son's Do&rine to be fo pernicious a$ 
it really was, 'till one Day talking of his Set- 
ting-Dog, the Son faid, He aid not Queftion but 
7'rey was as immortal as any one of the Family^ 
and in the Heat of the Argument told his Father, 
That for his own Part, he expected to die like a 
Dog. Upon which, the old Man ftarting up in 
a very great Paffion, cried out. Then, Sirrah, 
you (hall live like one; and taking his Cane in 
his Hand, cudgelled him out of his Syftem. 
This had fo good an Effect upon him, that he 
took up from that Day, fell to reading good 
Books, and is Row a Bencher in the Middk-

I do not mention this Cudgelling. Part of the. 
Story with a Defign ta engage the fecular Arm 
in Matters of this Nature 5 but certainly, if it 
ever exerts it felf in Affairs of Opinion and Spe- 
culation, it ought to do it on fuch (hallow and 
defpicable Pretenders to Knowledge, who endea r 
vour to give Man dark and uncomfortable Pro- 
fpe&s of his Being, and deftroy thofe Principles 
which are the Support, Happinefs, and Glory, 
of all publick Societies, as well as private Perfons, 

I think it is one of Pytbagoras's Golden Say- 
ings, That 4 Man jbould take Core above all Things 
to have a due Rejpe& for himfelf: And it is cer- 
tain, that this licentious Sort of Authors, who 
are for depreciating Mankind, endeavoured ta 
difappoint and undo what the moft refined Spi- 
rits have been labouring to advance lince the 
Beginning of the Wqrld , the very Defign qf 
Drefs, Good-Breedings, outward Ornaments, and 
Ceremony, were to lift up humane Nature, and 
fet it off to an Advantage. Architecture, Paint- 
ing, and Statuary i wore invented with the fam« 
Defign $ as indeed every Art and Science contri- 
butes to the Embelli foment of Life, and to the 
wearing off or throwing into Shades the mean 
and low Parts of our Nature. Poetry carries 
on- this great End more than all the reft, as 
may be feen in the following Paflage , taken 
put of Sir h'ranch Bacon's Advancement of Learn- 
*"£■> which gives a truer and better Account of 
this Art than all the. Volumes that were ever 
written upon it. 

Poetry^ efpecioBj Htroical, ferns to be raijed al- 
together from 4 noble Foundation, which, makes 
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much for the Dignity of Man' j Nature* Pot 
feeing this Jenfible World is in Dignity inferior 
to the Soul of Man , Poejy ferns to endow 
humane Nature with that which Hijlory de- 
nies $ and to give Satis faSim to the Mind , 
with at leaf} the Shadow of Things , where the Sub- 
fiance cannot be had* For if the Matter be through- 
ly considered, afirong Argument may he drawn from 
Poejy^ that a more fiately Greatnefs of Things , a 
more perfeS Order*, and a more beautiful Variety* 
delights the Soul of Man , than am Way can be 
found in Nature fince the Faff. Wherefore feeing 
the A3s and Events, which are the SubjeQs of true 
Biflery, are not of that Amplitude as to content the 
Mind of Man 5 Poejy is ready at Hand to ftign 
A8s more Heroical, Becauje true Hijtory reports 
the Succejjes of Bufinefi not proportionable to the 
Merit of Virtues and Vices, Poejy corre&s it. and 
prefents Events and Fortunes according to Dejert, 
and according to the Law of Providence ; Becauje 
true Hijhry . through the frequent Satiety and Si- 
militude of Things, works a Difiaft and Mifpri- 
fon in the Mind of Man, Poejy cheareth and re- 
frejheth the Soul, chanting Things rare and various, 
and full of Vtciffhudes. So at Poefy Jerveth and 
conferreth to Delegation, Magnanimity, and Mora- 
lity 5 and therefore it may feem defervedly to have 
fame Participation of Divinenefi, becauje it doth 
raije the Mind, and exalt the Spirit with high Rap' 
tures, by proportioning the Shews of Things to the 
De fires of the Mind ^ and not fubmitting the Mind 
to Things, as Reafon and Hijtery do. And by 
thefi Allurements and Congruities, whereby it che-

AS foon as I had placed my felf in my Chair 
of Judicature, I ordered my Clerk Mr. Lil- 
Ue to read to the Aflembly (who were gathered 
together according to Notice) a certain Decla- 
ration, by Way of Charge, to open the Purpofe 
of my Seffion, which tended only to this Expla- 
nation, That as other Courts were often called 
to demand the Execution of PerTons dead in 
Law, fo this was held to give the lad Orders 
relating to thofe who are dead in Reafon. The 
Solicitor of the new Company of Upholders 
near the Hy-Markct appeared in Behalf of that 
ufeful Society, and brought in an Accufation of 
a young Woman, who her felf Mood at the Bar 
before me. Mr. LHUe read her Indictment, 
which was in Subftance, That whereas Mrs. Re- 
tecca Pindtll, of the Parilh of St. Martin iit the 
Fields, bad, by the life of one Inlhument cal- 
led a Looking-gfefs, and by the further life of 
certain Attire, made either of Cambrick, Muf- 
fin, or other Linen Wares, upon her Head, at- 
tained to fucb an evil Art and magical Force in 
the Motion of her Eyes and Turn of her Coun- 
tenance, that (he the faid Reheat bad put to 
Ee 3 Death 
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Death feveral young Men of the faid Parifli 5 
and that the faid young Men had acknowledged 
in certain Papers, commonly called Love-Let- 
rers (which were produced in Court, gilded on 
the Edges, and fealed with a particular Wax, 
with certain amorous and enchanting Words 
wrought upon the faid Seals) that they died 
for the faid Relecct : And whereas the faid 
Bikcc* perfiftcd in the faid evil Practice 5 this 
Way of Life the faid Society conftrued to be, 
according to former Edifls, a State of Death, 
and demanded an Order for the Interment of 
the faid Reheat. 

1 looked upon the Maid with great Humanity* 
and defired her to make Anfwer to what was 
faid againft her. She faid, It was indeed trna, 
that (he bad praQifed all the Arts and Means (he 
could to dlfpofe of her felf happily In Marriage, 
but thought <he did not come under the Cen- 
fure exprefied in my Writings for the fame; and 
humbly hoped, I would not condemn ber for 
the Ignorance of her Accufers, who, according 
to their own Words, had rather reprefented her 
killing, than dead. She further alledged, That 
the Expreflions mentioned in the Papers writ- 
ten to her, were become meer Words, and that 
(he had been always ready to marry any of thofe 
who faid they died for her 5 but that they 
made their Efcape as foon as they found tbem-i 
felves pitied or believed. She ended her Dif- 
courfe, by defiling I would for the future fet- 
tle the Meaning of the Words, I Pit, in Letters 
of Love,

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Mrs. Pimdufi behaved her felf wht fuch an 
Air of Innocence, that (he eafily gah.ed Credit, 
and was acquitted. Upon which Occafioa, I 
gave it as a (landing Rule, That any Perfons, 
who in any Letter, Billet, or Difcourfe, (hould 
Jell a Woman he died for her, (hould, jf (he 
pleated, be obliged to live -with her, or be im- 
mediately interred upon fuch their own Con- 
feffion, without Bail or Mainprise. 

It happened, that the very nest who was 
brought before me was one of her Admirers, . 
who was indicted upon that very Head. A Let- 
ter which be acknowledged to be his own Hand 
was read $ in which were the following Words 5 
Cnel Creature, Idle for ytw. It was oblervable, 
that he took Snuff all the Time his Accufation 
was reading. Ijasked him, How he came to ufe 
thefe Words, if he were not a dead Man ? He 
told me^He was in Love with the Lady, and did 
not know any other Way of telling her fo 5 and 
that all his Acquaintance took the fame Method. 
Though I was moved with Companion towards 
him by reafon of the Weaknefe of his Parts, yet 
forExample's-fake, I was forced to anfwer, Your 
Sentence (hall be a Warning to all the reft of 
your Companions 5 not to tell Lies for want of 
Wit. Upon this, he began to beat his Snuff- 
box with a very fawcy Air ; and opening it a- 
gain, Faith Ifiuc, faid he, thou art a very unac- 
countable old Fellow — Prithee, wbogavethee 
Power of Life and Death > What-a-Pox haft thou 
to do with Ladies and Lovers ? I fuppofe thou 
wouldft have a Man be in Company with his 
Miftrefs, and fay nothing to her. Deft tbou call 
E e 4 break- 
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' breaking a Jeft, telling a Lie > Ha I Is that tby 
Wifdom, old Srifrrump, ha> He was going on 
with this infipid Common-place Minn, fome- 
times opening bis Box, fometimes (hotting it, 
then viewing the Picture on the Lid, and then 
the Workmanfhip of the Hinge, when, in the 
tnidft of his Eloquence, 1 ordered bis Box to 
be taken from him ; upon which he was im- 
mediately (truck fpeecblefs, and carried off ftone- 
(lead. 

The next who appeared, was a hale old Fel- 
low of Sixty. He was brought in by bis Rela- 
tions, who defired Leave to bury him. Upon 
requiring a diftincc Account of the Prifoner, a 
credible Witnefs depofed. That he always rofe 
at Ten of the Clock, played with his Cat till 
Twelve, fmoaked Tobacco till One, was at Din- 
ner till Two, then took another Pipe, played 
at Backgammon till Six, talked of one Madam . 
Frances, an old Miftrefs of his, till Eight, re- 
peated the fame Account at the Tavern till Ten, 
then returned Home, took t'otherPipe, and then 
to Bed. I asked him, what be had to fay for 
himfelf ? As to what (faid hft)- they mention 
concerning Madam Frances ' — I did not care for 
bearing a Cattterbnry Tale, and therefore thought 
my felt featbnably interrupted by a young Gen- 
tleman who appeared in the Behalr of the old 
Man, and prayed an Arreft of Judgment ; for 
that he' the faid young Man held certain Lands 
by his the faid old Man's Life. Upon this, the 
Solicitor of the Upholders took an Occalion to 
demand him alto, and thereupon produced feve- 
jal Evidences that wi tneflcd to bis Life and Gort- 
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verfation. It appeared, That each of them divi- 
ded their Hours in Matters of equal Moment and 
Importance to themtelves and to the Publick. 
They rofe at the fame Hour : While the old Man 
was playing with his Cat, the voung One was 
looking out of his Window ; whi le the old Man 
was fmoaking his Pipe, the young Man was rub- 
bing his Teeth ; while One was at Dinner, the 
Other was drerang ; while One was at Back- 
gammon, the Other was at Dinner i while the 
old Fellow was talking of Madam Primcts, the 
young One was either at Way, or trading Wo- 
men whom he never converted with.

ral Ladies in and about this great City. I muft 
confefs, I do not attribute the Riling of this 
Part of the Drets to this Occafion, yet muft 
own, that I am very much difpofed to be of- 
fended with fuch a- new and unaccountable 
Faihion. I (hall however pronounce nothing 
upon it, till I have examined all that can be (aid 
for and againft it. And in the mean Time, 
think fit to give this Notice' to the fair Ladies 
who are now making up their Winter-Suits, 
that they may abftaln from all Drefles of that 
Kind, till they (hall find what Judgment will 
be palled npon them j for it would very much 

trouble 
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trouble me, (hat they mould put t hemfelves to an 
unneceflary Expence ; and could not but think 
my felf to blame, if I (hould hereafter forbid 
them the Wearing of fuch Garments, when they 
have laid out Money upon them, without ha- 
ving given them any previous Admonition.

THE Watchman, who does me particular 
Honours, as being the chief Man in the 
Lane, gave fo very great a Thump at my Door 
laft Night, that I awakened at the Knock, and 
heard my felf complimented with the ufual Sa- 
lutation of, Good morrow Mr. Bickerlraff, Good 
morrow mf Mafierr all.

Sentiments of this Nature, which are in them- 
lelves juft and reafohable, however debafed by 
the Circumltances that accompany them, do not 
fail to produce their natural Effect in a Mind 
that is not perverted and depraved by wrong 
Notions of Gallantry, Politenefs, and Ridicule. 
The Temper which I now found my (elf in, as 
well as the Tune of the Year, put me in Mind 
of thole Lines in Shahtfiem, wherein, accord- 
ing to his agreeable Wildncfs of Imagination, 
he has wrought a Country Tradition into a 
beautiful Piece of Poetry.

Wherein our Saviour's Birth It celebrated, 
Jhe Bird cf Doming faeth att Nitht ling; 
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And then, fay they, no Sfirit daruwalh^ Abroad: 
the Nights are wholtfom, then no Planett ftritc, 
No Fairy tabfi, no Witch hat Power to charm 5 
So hallowed, and fo gr achat it the Time. 

This admirable Author, as well as the heft 
and greateft Men of all Ages, and of all Nations, 
Teems to have had his Mind throughly feafoned 
with Religion, as is evident by many Paflages 
In his Plays, that would not be fullered by a 
modern Audience 5 and are therefore certain. 
Inftances, that the Age he lived in bad a much 
greater' Senfe of Virtue than the prefent. 

It is indeed a melancholy Reflection to confi- 
der, That the Britijh Nation, which is now at 
a greater Height of Glory for its Councils and 
Coftquefts than it ever was before, mould diftin- 
guifh it felf by a certain Loofenefs of Principles, 
and a Falling off from thole Schemes of Think- 
ing, which conduce to the Happinefs and Per- 
fection of humane Nature. This Evil comes 
upon us from the Works of a few folemn Block- 
heads, that meet together with the Zeal and 
Serioufnefs of Apoffles, to extirpate common 
Senfe, and propagate Infidelity. Thefe are the 
Wretches, who, without any Show of Wit, 
Learning, or Reafon, publilh their crude Con- 
ceptions with an Ambition of appearing more 
wife than the reft of Mankind, upon no other 
Pretence, than that of dtflenting from them. 
One gets by Heart a Catalogue of Title Pages 
and Editions 3 and immediately to become con- 
fpicuous, declares that be is an Unbeliever. 
Another knows how to write a Receipt, or cut' 
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up a Dog, and forthwith argues againft the Im- 
mortality of the Sool. I hare known many a 
little Wit, in the Oftentation of his Parts, rally 
the Troth of the Scripture, who was not able to 
read a Chapter in it. Thefe poor Wretches 
talk Blafphemy for Want of Difcourfe, and are 
rather the Objefts of Scorn or Pity, than of onr 
Indignation 5 bat the grave Dilpurant, that 
reads and writes, and Ipends all his Time in 
convincing himfelf and the World, that he is 
no better than a Brute, ought to be whipped out 
of a Government, as a Blot to a civil Society, and 
a Detainer of Mankind. 1 love to confider an 
Infidel, whether diftinguilhed by the Title of 
Deifr, Atheift, or Free-thinker, in Three diffe- 
rent Lights, in his Solitudes, his Afflictions, and 
his laft Moments. 

A wife Man, that lives up to the Principles of 
Reafon and Virtue, if one confiders him in his 
Solitude, as taking in the Syftem of the Uni- 
verfe, obferving the mutual Dependance and 
Harmony, by which the whole Frame of it 
"hangs together, beating down his PafGons, or 
(welling his Thoughts with magnificent Idea's 
of Providence, makes a nobler Figure in the Eye 
of an intelligent Being, than the greateft Con- 
queror amidft all the Pomps and Solemnities of 
a Triumph. On the contrary, there is not a 
more ridiculous Animal than an Atheift in his 
Retirement. His Mind is incapable of Rapture 
or Elevation : He can only confider himfelf as 
an infignificant Figure in aLandsklp, and wan- 
dring up and down in a Field or a Meadow, 
trader the fame Terms as the meaneft Animals 

about 
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about him, and as fubje& to as total a Morta- 
lity as they, with this Aggravation, That he is 
the only one amongft'em who lies under the 
Apprehenfion of it. 

In Diftrefles, he mnft be of all Creatures the 
moft helplefs and forlorn 5 he feels the whole 
Preflbre of a prefent Calamity, without being 
relieved by the Memory of any Thing that is 
palled, or the Profpecr, of any Thing that is to 
come. Annihilation is the greateft Bleffing that 
he propofes to himfelf, and an Halter or a Pi- 
ftol the only Refuge he can fly to. But if you 
wonld behold one of thefe Goomy Mifcreants 
in his pooreft Figure, you muft confider him 
under the Terrors, or at the Approach, of 
Death. 

About Thirty Years ago I was a Shipboard 
with one of thefe Vermin, when there arofe a 
brisk Gale, which could frighten no Body but 
himfelf. Upon the rowling of the Ship he fell 
upon his Knees, and confeued to the Chaplain, 
that he had been a vile Atheift, and bad denied 
a Supreme Being ever fince he came to his Eftate. 
The good Man was aftonithed, and a Report im- 
mediately ran through the Ship, That there was 
an Atheift upon the Upper-Deck. Several of 
the common Seamen, who had never heard the 
Word before, thought it had been fome ftrange 
FKh 5 but they were more-furprifed when they 
faw it was a Mart, and heard out of his own 
Mouth, That he never believed till that Day 
that there was a God. As he lay in the Ago- 
nies of Confelfion, one of the honed Tarn 
whifpered to the Boatfwain, That it would be 
a good 
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a good Deed to heave him over Board. Bat we 
were how within Sight of Port, when of a fad- 
den the Wind fell, and the Penitent idapfed, 
begging all of us that were prefent, as we were 
Gentlemen, not to fay any Thing of what had 
pafied. 

He had not been . afhore above Two Days, 
when one of the Company began to rally him ' 
upon his Devotion on Shipboard, which the 
other denied in fo high Terms, that it produ- 
ced the Lie on both Sides, and ended in a Duel. 
The Atheift was run through the Body, and af- 
ter fame Lofs of Blood, became as good a 
Chriftian as be was at Sea, till he found that 
his Wound was not mortal. He is at prefent 
one of the Free-Thinkers of the Age, and now 
writing a Pamphlet againft feveral received Opi- 
nions concerning the Exiftence of Fairies. 

As I have taken upon me to cenfure the Faults 
of the Age, and Country which I live in, Ifhould 
have thought my felf inexcufable to have paf- 
fed over this Crying one, which is the Subject 
of my prefent Difcourfe.

(ion. Family, Religion, Age, and Country ) 
and yet every Man is in Danger of them all. 
For this Reafbn, as I am an old Man, I take par- 
ticular 
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tlcular Care to avoid being covetous, and tel- 
ling long Stones : As I am Cholerick, I forbeajf 
hot only Swearing, but all Interjections of Fret* 
ling, as Pugh ! Pifh I and the like. As I am it 
Layman, I refolve not to conceive an Averfion, 
for a wife and a good Man, becaufe bis Coat is 
of a different Colour from mine. As I am de- 
fended of the ancient Family of the Bickfirfitjfii 
I never call a Man of Merit an Upftart. As a 
Proteftant, I do not fuffer my Zeal fo far to 
tranfport me, as to name the Pope and the De- 
vil together. As 1 am fallen into this degene- 
rate Age, I guard my felf particularly againft 
the Folly I have been now fpeaking of. And 
as I am an Engtybmax, I am very cautious not 
to hate a Stranger, or defpifc a poor Pilotlne,

The Tear is of mo ft at the loweft 5 Jo that he 
ail Appearance, the reft of my Letters between this 
and Spring will be dated from my Parlour- Fire, 
where the little fond Prattle of a Wife and Children 
will Jo often breaks in upon the Connexion of my 
Thoughts, that you'll eafily dif cover it in my Style. 
If this Winter fhould prow as Jevere as the laft, I 
can tell yon before-hand, that I am likely to he a very 
mijerable Man, through the perverfe Temper of my 
tide ft Boy. When the Froft wot in its Extremity, 
you muft know, that mo ft of the Blackbirds, Robins, 
and Finches, of the Parijb (whofe Mufick had en- 
tertained me in the Summer ) too\ Refuge under my 
Roof, thou this, my Care was, to rife every 
Morning before Day to fet open my Windows for toe 
Reception of the Cold and the Hungry, whom at the 
famelime I relieved with a very plentiful Alms, by • 
firewing Corn and Seeds upon the Floors and Shelves. '. 
But Dicky, without any Regard to the Laws of- 
HoJpitality , eonftdered the Caftments as Jo many 
Traps, and uftd every Bird as a Prifoner at iXjhre- 
fion. Never did Tyrant exerci ft more various Cruel- 
ties .' Some of the pom Creatures he chafed to Death

ing the Chili i unlucky Humour. On the other 
Hand, I am extremely pteajed to fee his younger 
Brother carry an univerjal Benevolence towards every 
Thing that hat Life. When he was between Font 
and Five Tears old, 1 caught him weeping over a bean* 
ttfnl Butterfly, which he chanced to kill as he was 
playing with it ; and lam informed, thai this Morn- 
ing he has given his Brother Three Halfpence (which 
met hit whole Eftate) tofpare the Lift oft Tom-Tit. 
Thefe are at prefent the Matters of greateji Moment: 
within nop Objervatiou, and I know are too trifling 
to he commu n icated to any but fo wife a Mats as your 
Jelf, and from one who hat the Happineft to he, 

Your moft Faithful, 

And moft Obedient Servant. 

The beft Critick that ever wrote, fpeaking of 
fome Panares in Homer which appear extrava- 
gant or frivolous, fays indeed that they are 
Dreams; but the Dreams of JuoUtr. My 
Friend's Letter appears to me in the lame Light. 
One fees him in an idle Hour 5 but at the fame 
Time in the idle Hour of a wife Man. A great 
Mind has fomething in it too fevere and for* 
bidding, that is not capable of giving it felf , 
fbch little Relaxations, . and of condescending, 
to thefe agreeable Ways of Trifling. Tuttt. 
ff» Wheo 
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when he celebrates ehe Friendihip of Sofia and 
Lelins, who were the greateft, as well as the 
politeft, ' Men of their Age, reprefents it as 2 
beautiful Parage in their Retirement, that they 
ufed to gather up Shells on the Sea-Shote, ana 
amufe themfelves with the Variety of Shape and 
Colour, which they met, with to tbofe little 
unregarded Works of Nature. The great Agt- 
filius could be a Companion to his own Chil- 
dren, and was furprifed by the Ambauadors of 
Sparta, as he was riding among them upon an 
Hobby- Horfe. Jagnftm indeed had no Play- 
Fellows of his own begetting ; but is faid to 
have palled many of his Hours with little Moor- 
ijh Boys at a Game of Marbles, not unlike our 
modern Taw. There is (methinks) aPleafure 
in feeing great Men thus fall into the Rank of 
Mankind, and entertain themfelves with, Diver- 
libns and Amufements that are agreeable to the 
very weakeft of the Species. I mull frankly 
confefs, that it is to me a Beauty in Coo's Cha- 
t-after, that he would drink a chearful Bottle 
with a Friend 5 and 1 cannot but own, that I 
have feen with great Delight one of the melt 
celebrated Authors of the laft Age feeding the 
Ducks in St. James's Park. By Inftances or this 
Nature, the Heroes, the Statefraen, the Philo- 
fophers, become as it were familiar with us, 
and grow the more amiable, the lets they en- 
deavour to appear awful. A Man who always) 
acts in the Severity of WiHom, or the Haugb- 
tinefs of Quality, feems to move in a perfora- 
ted Part : It looks too Coriftrained and Thea- 
trical for a Man to be always in that Character 
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which diftinguilhes him from others. Befides 
that, the Slackening and Unbending our Minds 
on fomeOccafions, makes them exert themfelves 
with greater Vigour and Alacrity, when they 
return to their proper and natural State. 

As this innocent Way of paffing a leifurc 
Hour is not only confident with a great Chara- 
cter, but very graceful in it, fo there are Two 
Sorts of People to whom I would moft earnest- 
ly recommend it.

But 
thefe buGe, idle Animals, are only their own 
Tormentors : The Turbulent and Dangerous ar& 
for embroiling Councils, ftirring up Seditions, " 
aud fubvert'mg Conftitutions, out of a meer Refl- 
Ff 3 lefnefs 
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lefnefs of Temper, and an Infenfibiliry of all the 
Pleafures of Life that are calm and innocent. 
It is impoffible for a Man to be fo much em- 
ployed in an v Scene of Action, as to have great 
and good Affairs enough to fill np his whole 
Time ; there will Mill be Cafes and empty Spa- 
ces, in which a working Mind will employ it 
felt to its own Prejudice, or that of others, nor 
lefs it can be at pale in ^the Exercife of fuch 
Actions as are in themftlves Indifferent, rlbw 
often have I wifhed, for the Good of the Na- 
tion, That feveral famous Politicians could take 
any Pleafure in feeding Ducks. I look upon an 
able Statefman out of liuflnefs like a huge Whale, 
that will endeavour to overturn the Ship, unlets

As we were going, I could not but 
reflect upon the Character of that excellent Wo- 
man, and theGreatnetsof his Grief for the Loft 
of one who has ever been the Support to Mm 
under all other Afflictions.

In the mean Time, I cannot but confider with 
much CqmmiTeration, the melancholy State of 
one who has bad fuch a Part of hirnfelf torn 
from him, and which he wife in every Cir- 
cumlraqce of Life. His Condition is like that 
of one who has, lately loft- his Right Arm, and is 
every Moment offering to help bimTelf with it. 
He. does not appear to hirnfelf the fame Perfoa 
in his Homfe, at bis Table, in Company, or in 
Ketircmeat ; and (ofes, the Relilh of all the Plea-, 
fures aijd Diverfions that were before entertain- 
ing to him by her Participation of them. The 
rtioft agreeable Qbjetjs recall the Sorrow for her 
with whom. he. ufed to enjoy them. This addi- 
tional Satisfa&ion, from the Taft of Pleafurea 
in the Society qf one we love, is admirably 
defcribed 
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defcfibed in Milton, who reprefenri Eve, tho' 
in Paradife it felf, no further pleafed with the 
•beautifuj Objefts around her, than as (he fees 
them in Company with Adda, in that PaflW
